How curious! For much of the time 
they were in the Sinai wilderness, the 
people of lsreel longed to return to 
Eg:pt. Once they had settled in the 
Promised Land, however, they forever 
looked back to the ‘good cid days’ in 
the desert. True, it had been a time of 
great peril and hardship, tax the desert 
years had also boen a time wher they 
felt they were very close to the Lord. 

A few years ago on a cruise, we an- 
chored at Sharm [1] Sheikh, a resort 
on te Red Sca coast of the Sinai pen- 
insula. From there we journeyed in- 
land to St. Catherine's Monastery and 
Mt. Sinai, the traditional site where 
Moses received the Toa Command- 
ments. As we drove throug: miles and 
miles of desert waste, | could envision 
the Hebrews plodding through this in- 
hospitable land. It is easy 00 understard 
how, in this vast, stark, lonely wilder - 
enced the mysteries of the Lord. There 
is nothing here of mamnade sights end 
sounds to distract the spirit. 

So, the desert may have Doth nega- 
tive and positive connctations. It is a 
hard place, granting few if any com- 
fcris. It is aiso a lonely place and we 
often fee! totally minivturized by its 
vast=zss. Living here is mostly a mat- 
ter of survival, enduring physical, 
meata! and even spiritual deprivation. 
lt constantly tests us. 

We can experience ‘desert years’ 
without actually going oxt into the 
physical desert. It is possibie to expe- 
rience it wherever we are. Que cea feel 
lost and lonely in the midst of a crowd. 
Like the 12 tribes of israel we can wan- 
der aimlesely through bife, uct living

The widerness experience, whe 
literal or figurative, can have positive 
effects. I have heard more than 2 fev, 

woles tell oe thai the bap west ye; 
of toets lives were those whea they had 
to straggie to make ends moet. Ay up 
comfortable as these times were. they 
gave these people a sense of God’; 
presence and provision for thew cil 
needs. God w7a more ral to them then 
because they knew they were so d& 
peadest upos his providence. Th- 
Locd's Prayer petition, “Give us this 
dey our daily bread,” meant so muct, 
because they were living day to day 
on God's goodness. Later, prospering 
anc living in sbundance, they admit 
ted, they were less likely to acknow} 
edge Cod’s presence. 

Lonely as the desert may be, we ar: 
even more aware of God's presence 
Moses says to the people of Israci, 
“Surely dhe Lord God has blessed you 
in all your undertakings; be knows 
your going through this great wilder. 
ness” (Deut. 2:7). in the wilderness it 
may seem God is more aware of us 
and we are more aware of him. Per- 
haps we ‘see” hum here because there 
are fewer ‘things’ to get ie our wry. 

LEARNING TO TRUST 

The desert tests our faith, just as 
Jesus was tempted there. When | ar- 
rived in Dallas, Texas in 1975 | was 
ecafronted with an opportunity to con- 
tinue my tiinistry on a fee basis. For 
all of my working life I had earned 
end lived on @ regular salary. The 
thought of cutting aryscif loose from 
a regular salary really made me fear- 
ful. After much wrestling with God 
and myself, I finally told God I would 
trust him to make ends meet. That 
was almost a quarter of a cer tury ago 
aad | stil! marvel thet scemehow God 
elways secms to provide enough for 
us. The 70's and the 80's were my 
“desert years." In them I leczaed to ap- 
preciate what Moses told the people 
of Israel in the desert: “These 40 years 
the Lord your Gud has been with you; 
you have lacked nothing” (Deut. 2:7) 
we may leara to entrust ourselves in 
his hands. That is one of the hardest, 
y@ moet necessary things the Chris- 
(ian can learn. If there ace still some 
desert years befere you, don’: fight 
them. They could turn ou! to be the 
dest years of your life.

THE SUN — !n October, sunlight hours each day drop 
from 11.8 on the Ist to 10.2 on the 31st. The sun’s midday 
peak height drops from 47 to 36 degrees (45 degrees is 
halfway up). The mid-point of fall is Halloween, October 
31. On the last day of October, we will return to Standard 
Time by setting our clocks back an hour. We will gain an 
hour of star gazing in the evening while our dawn and 
sunrise come an hour earlier. 

THE MOON — October opens with a half full moon 
(like a backwards "D") in the early morning hours. On 
October 5 the crescent moon appears near the brilliant 
planet Venus in the eastern dawn. On October 9 the 
moon swings from the morning to the evening side of the 
sun. By October 12 the moon.is again visible as a slender 
crescent in the western dusk. On October 15 the crescent 
moon appears near the planet Mars in the southwestern 
dusk. By October 17 the evening moon has grown to half 
full (tooks like a "D"). This shape of the moon offers the 
best views of the moon's craters and mountains through 
binoculars or telescope. The moon is full on the night of 
October 24-25; this is called the Hunter’s Moon, offering 
extva evening moonlight for the next four nights. On the

world. The uematode, a 
simple, unsegmented worm 
found during an ongoing 
research projeci in Allegany 
and Garrett counties, had 
never before been de- 
scribed. 

Winter was one of only 
four students among the 
more than 150 scientists in 
attendance, and he was the 
only undergraduate student. 

It all began as part of a 
study Harman and her 
husband, Dan Harman, a 
foresi entomologist at Uni- 
versity of Maryland’s Ceater 
for Environmental Studivs 
Appalachian Laboratory on 
the FSU campus, were 
conducting of an insect, the 
locust borer, and the black 
locust trees it attacked. In 
the cavities it left in and 
under the bark, they found 
a collection of living things 
that included insects, mites, 
and nematodes. Harman, 
whose Ph.D. is in nematolo- 
gy, found the nematodes to 
be uniike any that had been 
previously described. 

To properly research the 

the, Harmans 
entisysd Winter, a biology oy 
semtecatind hontire student, 
to help. Through the FSU 
Honors Program, the pre- 
med and psychology major 
was able to join the re- 
search team for course 
credit and financial assis- 
tance and have Asy Har- 
man as his mentor. The 
Honors Program helps 
undergraduates do research 
by hooking them up with 
faculty mentors and provid- 
ing other assistance as the 
need arises.

seemingly overnight. They 
found other nematodes, in 
addition to more like Har- 
man had originally found, 
and, at first glance, these 
also didn’t match any sne- 
cies that had previously 
been descriled. More study 
will foiiow, Harman said. 

"We just have a lot of 
raw data now,” Winter said. 
But, be said, it’s “exciting” 
to imagine that so many of 
their samples could be new 
species. 

Very little research bas 
been done on this particular 
family of nematodes, so 
finding ever the most basic 
description was difficult, 
Winter said. 

The three decided to 
concentrate their research 
on the first nematode of the 
season, which filled their 
time from early June to 
Aug. 20, when they left for 
St. Petersburg. 

Once they learned in 
April about the Russian 
Nematological Society Sym- 
posium, Amy Harman and 


Winter decided to present 
re ww weer 


their research there. Again, 
the Honors Program 
helped, in addition to the 
Provost’s Office and the 
Biology Department, assist- 
ing both Winter and Har- 
man with their costs. 

Winter was able to use 
his computer knowledge to 
produce a photograph of 
the nematode and create a 
presentation poster that 
drew raves from the scien- 
tists gathered in Russia 
because it was a more so- 
phisticated presentation 
than most had. The presen- 
tation, printed on plotier 

at’ the “Appata- 

boratory,, 

deal rawingh nen 
worm, a description of the 
research and digital images 
created using the sophisti- 
cated technology available 
in the new Biotechnology 
Center at FSU. The images 
were created using a micro- 
scope connected to a com- 
puter, taking a total of six 
or seven photos to create a 
large image of the less 
than-1-miliimeter worm. 

"I think it was John’s 
ability here that really made 
it flow,” Harman said. 

Winter’s skill allowed the 
teain to accomplish a lot in 
a short period of time, 
making it possible to take 
along a polished presenta- 
tion, Harman said. 

The location of the sym- 
posium, the Russian Acad- 
emy of Sciences, was found- 
ed by Peter the Great, with 
the Zooiogical Institute 
being one of the oldest 
institutions within the Acad- 
emy. The institute's muse- 
um houses millions of speci- 
mens of thousands of ani- 
mal species, incluaing, 
Harman said, a still-woolly 
woolly mammoth that had 
been preserved in perma- 
frost. 

The scores of scientists in 
attendance spoke several 
different languages, so 
translations were provided, 
which slowed things down a 
bit. Nevertheless, it was 
exciting to spend time with 
other scientists from around 
the world, the professor and 
student agreed.

Acorn Poisoning Are Your Cattle at Risk? 


This discussion refers primarily | the species 
ost often affected by acorn toxicity. It also seems that 
less than 2 years of age succumo to acorn poisoning 

nore than do older animals; however, older animals are 
still at risk. Other species at risk include sheep. Goats and 
swine are more resistant to poisoning, and horses are 


rarely affected (likely due to a unwillingness to consume 
acorns). Pets rarely consume, with red and black oak 
exhibiting greater txicity than white oak. Acorns are most 


dangerous in toxicity and when there is little else to eat 
The fall is a risk period, when acorns and leaves fall and 
better forage dies back. Therefore, management plays a 
key role in preventing acorn toxicity 


The toxins in acorus are called gallotoxins and are con 
verted in the body to tannic acid, gallic acid, and pyrogal- 
lol, all of which are very toxic to the kidney. It is the 
resulting kidney failure that causes the clinical sigs. Only 
a few pounds of acorrs can kill cattle. Signs can develop 
over 2 to 14 days, or signs may be present with the 
animals becoming progressively worse over many weeks. 


The uumber of animals affected in the herd can vary 
greaily, but of those showing clinical signs, up to 80% may 
die. Signs of acorn poisoning can include depression, lack 
of appetite, a gaunt aad emaciated appearance, poor or 
rough hair coat, dependent odema (fluid buildup under 
the skin under the neck, abdomen, or on the legs), diges- 
tive disturbances (both diarrhea and constipation have 
been reported, with mucus covered cr tarry stools), 
increased drinking, passage of copious amounts of uriae 
which may contain blood, and death. 

FIRST AID: The most important step is to get the 
animals back onto plentiful and nutritious feed, and to 
limit stress, shipping and handling during the recovery 
period. Aiso, make sure that plenty of fresh water is 
always available, since affected cattle cannot maintain 
their own water balance very well while recovering. Since 
this is a long-term chronic toxicity, there is littie in the 
way of an antidote to relieve signs. Severely or more 
chronically affected animals may not recover, but the less 
affected animals may, and may return to previous rates of 
gain and milk production. A veterinarian will be able to 
assist in management, end will be able to assist in emer- 
gency measures if large amounts of acorns were recently 
consumed, Beyond this, treatment is supportive and 
symptomatic... Vegetabie Gardening Tips 

Witter cover crops should be planted uow on bare 
garden soil. Sow the species individually or in a 
combination of winter barley, winter rye, and wiater 
wheai. Wiix the se ls wiih soil and Licadcasi them by 
hand or use a hand-iield broadcast seeder, Gently rake the 
bed with a metal rake and walk on the bed to ensure good 
soil-to-seed contact, Your cover crop will protect your soil, 
conserve soil nutrients, and add organic matter and 
nutrients when tilled in uext spring. You can also sow 
your cover crop in walkways between raised beds. 

Store pumpkins in a cool, dry location with good air 
circulation. Set them on top of cardboard or wood slats. 
Small ornamental gourds can also be harvested now, but 
wait until after the first killing frost to harvest birdhouse, 
dipper and other large gourds.

A. Sarbanes, Governor's 
Office of Crime Control 
and Prevention. The grant, 
written by members of the 
sheriff's office and State’s 
Attorney's Office for Gar- 
rett County, was submitted 
through the Board of Coun- 
ty Commissioners to Mary- 
land's FY 98 Drug Law En- 
forcement Formula Grant 
Program. 

The amount to be re- 
ceived this year is $28,605. 
The only items not ap- 
proved of the 344,500 re- 
quest were one equipment 
item and some training re- 
quests. The local share of 
$9,535 is being reimbursed 
to the county by the Mary- 
land State Police. 

The Garrett Bureau of 
Investigation was informed 
late lust year to combine 
the efforts of the criminal 
investigators from the Gar- 
reit County Sheriff's Office, 
the Maryiand State Police, 
and the State’s Attorney's 
Office. For the first nine 
months of this year, the 
GBI officers have handled 
399 criminal cases, with a 
case closure rate of 80%. In

Smith Family Foundation 
for the Bencfit of the Peo- 
ple of Garrcit County, 
visited the area this week 
and met with the county 
commissioners to report on 
the status of his philan- 
thropic organization. He 
initiated the private, non- 
operating foundation on 

30, 1997, in honor of 
end me of his late 
father, Stanley P. Smith, his 
late mother, Marion Q. 
Smith, and his late brother 
Warren Q. Smith. 

Smith's father died in 
Oakland in 1972, his moth- 
er in Malaga, Spain, i 
1992, and his brother in 
Malaga in 1993. Smith 
currently resides in Mar- 
bella, Spain, but also main- 
tains an Oakland home that 
has been in his family since 
1951. 

The foundation’s initial 
purpose is to function as a 
grant awarding entity. The 
goal is ta provide funding 
assistance to selected Gar- 
rett. County non-profit 
organizations meeting cer- 
tain minimum eligibility 
requirements and whose 
charitable efforts direcily 
affect, in the broadest 
sense, the lives of all citi- 
zens of Garrett County. 

In its two years of exis- 
tence, the fund has provid- 
ed over $42,000 to iocal 
groups, with grants ranging 
from $500 to $5,000. A total 
of 17 organizations have 
thus far benefited from the 
foundation.

Roads FE mployees, Commissioners 
Ratify Three-Year Labor Contract 


The Garrett County 
Roads Department and 
AFSCME (American Fed- 
eration of Siate and County 
Municipal Employees) 
reached agreement on a 
new three-year labor con- 
tract, which was ofliciaily 
signed on Tuesday. The 
agreement, agreed to by 
both AFSCME and the 
Board of Garrett County 
Commissioners, is a busi- 
ness plan that will provide 
both parties with specific 
conditions of employment 
for the next three years. 

The contract allows the 
county officials to retain 
management rights to plan, 
direct, and control the 
operations or services to be 
performed by employees of 
the’ roeds department. The 
agreement also sets forth 
the terms, conditions, and a 
compensation package for 
collective bargaining em- 
ployees of ihe roads depart- 
ment, 

Through the agreement, 
employees will be given e 
wage increase for year one, 
two, and three of $.50 per 
hour. According to Monty 
Pagenhardt, county admin- 
istrator, the focus that man- 
agement officials empha- 
sized during the negotiation 
process was that the county 
must be abic to enforce 
work standards (to hire, 
promote, demote, transfer, 
suspend, discipline, or dis- 
charge) that are fair and 
equitable to ali employees. 

Commission chairman 
Ernest Gregg expressed his 
gratitude to both labor and 
management negotiation 
teams for bargaining in 
good faith to reach this 
settlement. 

"Now that agreement has 
been reached on a new 
labor contract, the we can 
refocus our efforts on tak- 
ing care of our roads,” 
Gregg stated. Commissioner 
Frederick Holliday said he 
has worked hard to main- 
tain a good working rela- 
tionship with county roads 
employees, and stated that 
he, too, is pleased with the 
new agreement.

Man Convicted 
Of Child Abuse 
To Serve Time 


A McHenry man convict- 
ed of child abuse, sexual 
offense, and assault will 
serve 18 morths of jail 
time, according to a press 
release from Lisa Thayer 
Welch, state’s attorney for 
Garrett County. John Sam- 
uel Bazone, 36, was sen- 
tenced Thursday in Garrett 
County Circuit Court by 
Judge Fred ‘Thayer to three 
concurrent sentences of five 
years for the crimes. 

The sentences were pre 

ded except for 

18-month term, which is to 
be served in the local jail. 
After being veleased, Be- 
rone will be on supervised 
probation for five years and 
will have to register as a 
sexual offender, according 
to Welch. 

Barone was charged by 
officers of the Garrett Bu- 
reau of Investigation (GBI) 
in February after an investi- 
gation revealed that he hed 
engaged in inappropriate 

hysical. contact with a 
uvenile. In an Augbst iear- 
ing, Barone cutered guilty 
leas to the charges, at 
Which “tine’ a pre-seritetce 
investigation was initiated. 

In a separate case, a 
Cumberland man was sen- 
tenced for the crime of 
felony theft. John Frack 
Sarver, 21, received from 
Thayer a term of 18 months 
in the Depertment of Cor- 
rections. The judge then 
suspended all but six 
months of that term, which 
had already been served by 
the defendant. He was put 
on three years of supervised 
probation, according to 
Welch. 

Among the conditions of 
his probation, Sarver will 
have to complete the Teen 
Challenge Program and 
make monetary restitution 
to the victim in this case. 

Sarver and four co-de- 
fendants were charged with 
burglary end theft by offi- 
cers of the GBi after Sarver 
provided information of 
their invoivement in the 
burglaries of two Vista 
Ridge Road cabins. Numer- 
ous items of stolen property 
were subsequently recov- 
ered from three locations in 


Allegany County, Welch 
reported. 
An Oakland man entered 


a guilty plea to the charge 
of distributing marijuana. 
Todd William Riley, 24, was 
then sentenced by Thayer 
to four years in jail. The 
judge suspended three years 
of the term. Riley is to 
serve the remainder of the 
sentence in the local jail 
Upon his release, he wili be 
placed on probation for 
four years, Welch reported. 

Officers of the Garrett 
4 County Narcotics Task 
Force arrested Riley after 
he apparently sold marijua- 
na to an informant in June 

Stephen Ray Bolding, 35, 
Oakland, was sentenced in 
circuit court last week by 
Thayer to one year in the 
Garrett County Jai’. Bold- 
ing pleaded guilty to the 
charge of escape. The de- 


fendant apparently failed to \ 


return to the jail on May 8 
after being granted work 
release on that day. He was 
found by sheriffs deputies 
two days later in the Creilin 
area and was taken back 
tno m nnn Me wantete meet teamd 
dent, Welch noted. 
Boiding was in jail serv- 





ing a one-vear senteace for 
a DWI (driving while intaxi 
cated) conviction. The 
sentence for the escape will 
be served consecutively to 
the DWI term. 

After finding Craig Ed- 
ward Stanton guilty of pro- 
bation violation, Thayer 
reimposed the remaining 
174 days of a one-year 
sentence originally incurred 
by Stanton in 1997.

With his 
title role in Jakob The Liar, he may win back some points 
from his critics. The wildly unpredictable actor is able to 
keep the multiple personality disorder to a:ninimum and 
establish a real characte, with some real feeling 

Directed and adapted for the screen by Hungar- 
ian-born Feter Kassovitz, from the novel by Jurek Becker, 
Jakob The Liar is similar in tone to Roberto Benigni’s Life 
Is Beautiful. It telis the story of a group of Polish Jews in 
1944, living in the Nazi-contrelled ghetto, working, 
starving, and awaiting transport tothe death camps. But 
like Renigni’s work, Jakob infuses the horror with justa 
touch of humor — a dangerous practice, but one that 
generally pays off. 

Jakob is a former restauranteur who can’t re- 
member the last time he made one of his famous potato 
pancakes, but still tries to maintain his sense of humo”. 
When he is caught out after curfew one night, he is sent 
to the commandant’s quarters for punishment. There he 
hears on the radio that the Russians have crossed the 
Polish border. When he returns to the ghetto, he tells his 
friends the good news. Word spreads that he has a radio, 
and he becomes a celebrity overnight. At first, he denies 
it (after all, the possession of a radio hy a Jew is acrime 
punishable by execution), but when he discovers that 
good news lifts the spirits of the whole community, he 
decides to continue telling them what they want to hear. 

This film is nicely executed by Kasscvitz; shot on 
location in Poland and Hungary, it portrays vividly the 
squalid oppression under which the Eastern Euronean 
Jews lived during World Wa: II. It is helped immeasur- 
ably by asuperbly talented supporting cast, including Bob 
Balaban (2010), Liev Schreiber, Adam Arkin, and Armin 
Mobeller-Stahi, who, incidentally, aiso appeared in the 
1974 East German version. Also on hand is Hannah 
Taylor-Gordon as Lina, a young girl who escapes the 
cattle cars and is taken in by Jakob. 

Though the similarity between Jakob and Life Is 
Beautiful cannot be ignored, there are enough differ- 
ences to contradict the notion that it is simply a copy of 
Benigni’s film. it is interesting to note that Jakob was 
apparently shot in 1997, the same time as the Italian film; 
perhaps the sepeniy (of which Williains is one) decided 
vo hoid this film back to ayoid undue comparison. 

With Jakob The Liar, Williams makes a few 
more steps toward proving that he can act with the big 
boys, and like Benigni, Kassovitz shows that the holo- 
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caust tragedy can be sprinkied with humor and still taken

The Story Of Us is mostly a series of flashbacks, 
a sort of 90-minute montage of marital strife. Ben and 
Katie, who have just sent their kids (Jake Sandvig and 
Colleen Rennison) to camp, separate for the summer. 
She is tired, resentful, and frustrated, and thinks they 
should call it quits. He thinks they should try again, but 
admiis that things aren’t as much fun as they were 15 
years ago. She feels he is reckless and irresponsible; lie 
thinks she is a control freak who has lost her spontenaeity. 
She stays at home, he moves to a hotel, and they both 
spend a couple of months alone, reliving all the bad 
times...and a few of the good. They have been living a 
charade, deceiving the kids into thinking everything’s 
okay, and this weighs upon them. Years of marital 
counseling has 'ed only to a collection of memcones 
involving their various goofy marriage counselors. Well- 
meaning advice from their friends (director Reiner, Rita 
Wilson, Paul Reiser, and Julie Hagerty), including com- 
ments like “marriage is the Jack Kevorkian of the 
relationship," usually just deepens their despair. 

The very strange tone of this filin is reminiscent 
of director Reiner’s When Harry Met Sally, which couldn't 
seem to decide whether it was a deep romance or a 
character-driven comedy. This may be partially expiained 
by the unlikely pairing of writers Alan Zweibel (Dragnet) 
and Jessie Nelscn (Stepmom), who atiempt to inject 
humor into the gium storyline. But much of this humor 
misses its mark, and zome actually seems to backfire, 
making the mood even more depressing than it is. For 
instance, there’s the obnoxious couple the Jordans meet 
on atrip to Italy. Besides the fact that "the Kirbys” are so 
ridiculously stereotyped as to derail the credibility of the 
scene, their purpose is dubious: The estranged Jordans 
discover a new common ground in the fact that they both 
“hate the Kirbys.” How incredibly touching. 

This film dofinitely paints a reslistic picture of a 
crumbling marriage. Willis and Pfeiffer hit every point 
on the emotione! scale, although some of the more 
intense scenes are a little teo pushed. Director Keiner 
has an inventive way of telling the Jordans’ story, 
skipping back and forth from the present to various parts 
of the past, but Pfeiffer and Willis don’t do anything to 
really show the different etages of their lives except wear 
a different wig. 

The ending is the film’s biggest flaw; it is com- 
pletely out of sync with the rest of the story. If this couple 
had really been that unhappy for that long, Katie’s tearful 
speech could not have made much of a difference. Reiner 
end his scriptwriters give us good reason to see why this 
couple should break up. They give us no reason to see 
why they should stay together. ***%

This past weekend was celebrated as “Autumn Glory 
here in Garrett County, and glorious it was.

As for me, I passed on organized activity that abounded 
and chose to spend Saturday morning kicking through 
brambie patches and coverts looking for grouse. I man 
aged to flush four and got no shots, as they all flushed 
either out of range or at angles impossible to reach. 

The afternoon involved casting for chain pickere! on 
Deep Creek Lake. What a day for fishing, just like Deep 
Creek used to be. This is the time of year for fisherman 
to take the lake back from pesky personal watercraft and 
roaring ski boats. Without large wakes it is possible to cast 
from small boats in quiet weedy bays anc watch “cuda" 
like chains follow lures in the clear fall water. 

Anyone interested in chasing pickere! niight try the 
shallow waters of Back Bay or the weedbed just off the 
point at Holy Cross Canyp. They are not shy and will 
strike any flashy lure or spoon. Also, plastic tube lures and 
white plastic grubbs with twister tails got their share of at- 
tention, 

' RUFFED CROUSE AND SQUIRREL 
SEASON IN FULL SWING 

Indications from field staff are that squirrei and grouse 
hunters can expect to fiad good populations of grouse and 
squirrels. An abundant acorn crop in 1998 led to increased 
squirrel populations across Maryland in 1999, while favor- 
able nesting conditions this summer for grouse resulted in 
a good hatch. Dry summer conditions also improved ihe 
survival of young birds, leading to an increase in the 
grouse population. This should prove to be one of the 
best hunting seayons in recent years. 

Wildlife staff annually conduct mast surveys throughout 
western Maryland to determine acorn production, as well 
as other mast crops. Iu 1999, acorn production was rated 
as average in Garrett and Washington counties, and poor 
in end Frederick counties. That means that 
squirreis wili be contraiized around oaks thai produced 
acorns, as well as hickories. Hickory nut production was 
rated as moderate across the iy were walauts. pen 
ple production was rated as ea hameen 
the region. t cmadiions in 1999, it 
that food for will be adequate 
the fall and winter months.

Guidelines For 
Safe Burning 
Issued By DNR 


The Department of Na- 
tural Resources (DNR) 
Forest Service lias issued a 
reminder for Maryland resi- 
dents that fall is traditional- 
ly a time of /high forcat fire 
danger. Last year over 800 
wildfires burned nearly 
2,100 acres of forest, marsh, 
and grassland in the state. 
Fourteen of these fires oc 
curred in Garrett County. 

Fall is typically the time 
of the year when many 
property owners are con- 
ducting outdoor burning of 
leaves and other debris. 
Many people do not prac- 
tice safe burning tech- 
niques, according to DNR, 
which can result in wild- 
fires. Debris burners caused 
nine wildfires in Garrett 
County in 1998, 64 percent 
of the county’s wildfires. 

In order to prevent wild- 
fires from occurring and 
causing destruction to pri- 
vate homes and woodlands, 
the state of Maryland has 
established Open-Air Burn- 
ing Regulations. These reg- 
ulations apply to activities 
in woodlands and within 
200 ft. of woodlands, or ac- 
tivities adjacent to or withia 
an area where flammable 
materials could ignite and 
cerry fire to woodlands. 
Open air burning of any 
type not in with 
these regulations is subject 
to citations and fines rang- 
ing from $50 to $259. 

These regulations are the 
following: 

A natura! or construct- 
ed fire break at least 10 feet 
wide must completely sur- 
round the materiai to be 
burned.

Senators’ Votes 
On Ag Spending 
Bill Reported 


The, , American - Ferm 
Bureau Federation (AFBF) 
has reported the votes given 
by each state’s senators on 
the important agriculture 
bills in the U.S. Senate Oct. 
12 and 13. 

The Senate voted on 
Oct. 12 to limit debate on 
the fiscal year 2000 agricul- 
ture spending bill with a 
vote of 79 to 20. Senate 
majority leader Trent Lott 
(R-Miss.) filed the cloture 
motion after a group of 
northeast and mid-Atlantic 
senators threatened a fili- 
buster to protest inadequate 
disaster relief and a failed 
dairy amendment. Farm 
Bureau favored a "yea" 
vote, but both Maryland 
senators, Barbara Mikulski 
and Paul Sarbanes, voted 
nay. 

The Senate voted 74 to 
26 on Oct. 13 to pass H.R. 
1906, the fiscal year 2000 
— spending bill. 

The bill contains $20.1 
billion for Agriculture De-

partment programs, $813 
million for conservation and 
$8.7 billion for emergency 
assistance. Again, Farm 
Bureau favored a "yea" vote 
and both Maryland senators 
voted “nay.” 

Both senators felt the bill 
was inadequate. Senator 
Paul S. Sarbanes (D) voted 
against the bill saying that 
the hill “does not adequate 
ly meet the needs of Mary- 
land’s farmers." The senator 
was concerned that only 
$1.2 billion was being made 
available nationwide for 
disaster assistance, which 
includes the drought that 
devastated Maryland and 
the Northeast/mid-Atlantic 
regions of the United States 
this past summer. It has 
been estimated that the 
drought caused up to $2 
billion in damages io the 
northeastern and mid-At- 
lantic states alonc. Mary- 
land farmers will now have 
to compete with all other 
farmers across the nation 
for disaster assistance. 


In addition, Sarbanes 
noted that most of the 
money being made available 
is in the form of low-inter- 
est loans that are available 
only after a farmer has 
been rejected by two com- 
mercia! lenders. Sarbanes 
has been pushing for pay- 
ments of direct aid to farm- 
ers who have sustained crop 
and livestock losses to help 
their family farms survive. 

"When you confront the 
kind of situation we now 
have where our farmers 
have been hit with a double 
whammy—that of low com- 
modity prices and our se- 
vere drough? problems—the 
low interest loan simply 
won't work in a situation 
like this," Sarbanes told his 
colleagues in a Senate floor 
speech. 

"The amount in this 
conference report for disas- 
ter assistance is clearly 
inadequate, and the amount 
coming into the North- 
east/mid-Atlantic states will 
not enable us to confront 
the problem bleakly staring 
our farmers right in the 
face." 

Sarbanes implored mem- 
bers of the conference 
committee to craft a more 
reasonable and direct ap- 
proach to disaster assistance 
which would have included 
the following:

"We are extending the 
deadline for Smali Grain 
Enhancement and all Cover 
Crop programs to Nov. 1 in 
the hope that ali of the 
more than 1,100 farmers 
who took advantage of 
these programs can get 
their seeds in the ground," 
said Royden Powell, assis- 
tant secretary for resource 
conservation. "This has been 
an abnormal year for farm- 
ers, resulting in many ad- 
justments to normal plant- 
ing and harvesting sched- 
ules, and we just have to be 
flexible." 

The cover crop and small 
grain enhancement pro- 
grams were offered state- 
wide for the first time this 
year as a result of Governor 
Parris N. Glendening’s 
decision in August to pro- 
vide $3 million in drought 
emergency assistance to 
Maryland farmers. These 
programs provide plants 
that will help retain soil and 
absorb excess nutrients 
during the winter that may 
otherwise wash into streams 
and wetlands. 

In addition, because of 
the sharp reduction in hay 
and grain this year, farmers 
are allowed to graze their 
livestock on the cover crop 
or cut and chop it for for- 


age later in the winier 
Maryland also will continue 
to assist farmers who have

Vough has advised leav 
ing 4 to 6 irches of alfalfa 
stubble to aid in trapping 
snow for insulation against 
freeze damage.

The Departmeni has made a tentative dGeiermination to 
renew the State/NPDES (National Pollution Discharge Elimina- 
tion System) genera! permit for surface coat mines and reiated 
faciiities in . Effluents from these facilities have the 
potential to add significant, and sometimes toxic, poliutants to 
State waters. Since the discharges from most surface coal 
mines ard related facilities have tne same characteristics, this 
class of discnarges is appropriate oben 6 under a general 
permit. The permit authorizes the discharge of stormwater runoff 
and groundwater arn both active and inactive surface 
coal mines, including the access roads and the reciamation 
areas, provided that the terms and conditions of the genera! 
permit are met. The permit limitations for active mines include pH 
(6.0 - 9.0) total suspended solids (TSS) (45 mg/}), and total iron 
(6.0 mg/l dally maximum and 3.0 mg/l monthly average) and are 
unchanged from the previous permit and are equality or are more 
stringent than the best available technology (BAT) limitations 
recornmended for alkaline mine drainage in federal reguiations 
(40 CFR 434.42 - .43). Special pH limits are imposed for 
precipitation events greater than a 10 year, 24-hour storm. 
Turbidity limitations (100 NTU daily maximum and 50 NTU month 
average) are established because turbidity can easily be tesied 
in the field and the results are immediately available. 100 
Nephelometer turbidity units (NTU) is approximately equivalent 
1045 mg/l TSS and assures compliance wiih the State's in-steam 
criteria for turbidity. if the wastewater is ecid or ferruginous, 
effiveint limits for manganese are also imposed.

Second Person

Privately Owned Yough Corridor Tract 


Governor Parris N. Glen 
dening this week announced 
that the state of Maryland 
will purchase the largest 
remaining privately owned 
iract of land along -the 
Youghiogheny River corri- 
dor. The Board of Public 
Works approved $2.7 mil- 
lion for the Department of 
Natural Resources Program 
Open Space to acquire the 
783-acre Frantz property, 
located betwecn Sang Run 
and Friendsville. 


According to reports, the 
state will pay the family 
$3,500 per acre and then 
sell to the family 290 acres 
of other land in the county. 

On this stretch of the 
Youghiogheny, the governor 
said hikers can “travel back 
through time and see a 
landscape virtually =un- 
touched by civilization.” 

"The Youghiogheny is 
our only wild and scenic 
river, and we must do ev- 
erything we can to maintain 
its unique and pristine 
beauty for future genera- 
tions to enjoy,” Glendening 
said. "With this purchase . . 
. we are continuing to move 
forward on our aggressive 
efforts to permanently 


protect this precious re- 


source." 


Frotection efforts for the 
rivers corridor began in 
1988, and, according to the 
governor, the acquisition of 
the Frantz property has 
been a key step in that 
process. Including this latest 
purchase, the state has 
acquired 1,825 of the 2,000 
acres along the “wild” por- 
tion of the corridor, and 
3,794 of the 4,732 acres 
along the entire “wild and 
scenic" portion. 

Delegate George Fd- 
wards has advised the state 
officiais on the management 
of the corridor since it was 
designated Wild and Scenic. 

"The Frantz property is 
the gateway to the wild 
portion of the Youghio- 
gheny River, which is a very 
unique and outstanding 
resource we are preserving 
for the people of Mary- 
land," the delegate said. "I 
am pleased that the state 
was able to work with these 
and other property owners 
to voluntarily acquire these 
properties and preserve part 
of Garrett County and 
Maryland’s unique natural 
and cultural resources.”

Butif you de sperately wal part Wilf severa 
jollars and are in the mx 1 for a soupic premise al j 
laughable special effects then you can’t do much better 
than Bats. This lame bit of cinema, written by John 


Logan and directed by Louis Morneau, features a horde 
of carnivorous flying beasties that appear in a smail 
Texas town during the dimly lit hours and terrorize « 
number of dimly lit characters 

Like Jaws and Deep Blue Sea did for sharks, and 
Raiders Of The Lost Ark did for spiders and snakes, Bats 
takes one of our much-maligned fellow creatures and 
maligns them further, parlaying peuple’s irrational fears 
into bex office receipts. But don’t worry, bat friends: this 
flick is so badly produced and its effects so incredibly 
unconvincing thet no adu!t in his right mind could ever 
take it seriously. A few well-placed tweaks to the script 
and Bats could have been marketed as a comedy. But 
alas, the producers failed to see that possibility, and what 
results is a tragic waste of perfectly good celluloid. 

Logan’s plot is as commun as they come. There’s 
an unscrupuiovus scientist (Bob Gunton) who has pro- 
duced a handful of — you guessed it — genetically altered 
bats. No one explains why this would be necessary (the 
closest we come is the good doctor saying "I’m a scientist 
it’s what we do!"), but two of these little devils have 
escaped from the lab and are infecting the entire local bat 
population in Gallup, Texas, with their ravenous bloodlust. 
These guys look like miniature pit bulls with wings, and 
though they would probably meet much less resistance if 
they attacked, say, unsuspecting livestock, they appar- 
ently only like to dine on human beings. 

So the town’s sheriff(Lou Diamond Phillips, siill 
desperately seeking success) enlisis a bat specialist (Dina 
Meyer, Starship Troopers) and her goofy sidekick (Leén, 
Waiting To Exhale) to fix the problem. Before it’s done, 
there’s plenty of gore, scenes of people fighting with what 
ms a to be an army of broken umbrelias, and piles of 
rubbery-skinned novelty bats (I think I saw the words 
"Made in China” on one) in a wiggling match with 
horrified-looking prostrate student actors. Not horrified 
because of the bats, mind you, but because their faces 
mighi actually be recognizable at some point during the 
film. Amongthe more !aughable script elements are a bat 
scientist who is afraid ofbats (even regular ones), a doctor 
who gets woozy at the sight of blood, and the continent of 
Antarctica being referred to as “up there.” 

It’s not often one gets the chance to see a movie 
as incredibly bad as Bais. So treat yourself to a quality 
cinematic experience. Go to the theatre and see anything 
else that’s playing. «

Health Care for All! It is 
the slogan and the goal of a 
new statewide movement to 
bring insurance coverage to 
all residents of Maryland. 
The standard bearer for this 
effort, Maryland Citizens’ 
Health initiative Education 
Fund Inc., is Vincent De- 
Marco, who wes in Garrett 
County last week talking 
with business owners and 
citizens about health care 
needs and his group’s pro- 
posals to respond to those 
needs. 

As executive director of 
the initiative, DeMarco 
heads a coalition of organi- 
zations working to secure 
better health care for state 
residents by promoting 
health insurance that is 
both universal and accessi- 
ble. 

A document titled "Dec- 
laration of Health Care 
Independence" has been 
issued by the members of 
the initiative. It enumerates 
various health care prob- 
lems faced by citizens. 
"Over 700,000 Marylanders, 
including over 100,000 
children, have no health 
insurance, and equal num- 
bers of Marylanders have 
inadequate health cover- 
age," the document states. 

Many of those who 
march in the ranks of the 
uninsured are workers and 
their families, and this 
number is expected to in- 
crease, DeMarco pointed 
out. He also highlighted the 
correlation between insu- 
raace cost increases end de- 
creases ia the responsive- 
ness of the system to the i if- 
dividual’s needs. 

increasing heaith care 
bureaucracy has become 
“wastefully expensive," the 
declaration states, pointing 
out thet a “significant por- 
tion” of our health care 
dollars is being absorbed by 
corporate overhead, high 
salaries, and lobbying ex- 


penses. 

The Health Care For Al! 
system, ing to its li- 
terature, would admin- 


dependen 
agency governed by health 
care professionals and con- 
sumers. 

DeMarco has identified 
the stream of funding for 
this umbrella health cover- 
age. The new universal sys- 
tem would achieve cost sav- 
pod he said, by reducing 

overhead and unnecessary 
insurance any profits, 
improving efficiency, and 
— health care fi- 
nancing. "We would use the 
money that is already going 


into the health care system 
but being spent wastefully,” 
he noted. 

A member of the Mary- 
land Bar Association and a 
former assistant attorney 
general for the state of 
Maryland, DeMarco has 
served in the state Con- 
sumer Protection Division 
and directed a two-year 
project known as the Mary- 
land Children’s Initiative, 
which coordinated support 
and effort to stop children 
from smoking through an 
increase in the cigarette tax. 

DeMarco has effectively 
organized groups to lobby 
for child gun access preven- 
tion and limitations on the 
sale of handguns.

"While we have no cases 
where West Nile-like virus 
has been identified in 
Maryland, it is important 
that we continue to take 
precautions, monitor for the 
virus, and provide informa- 
tion to the public,” said 
DNR Secretary Dr. Sarah 
Taylor-Rogers. "We are also 
continuing our collaboration 
with colleagues in the states 
that have been affected by 
the virus, as well as with the 
Centers for Disease Control 
aud Prevention and the 
National Wildlife Health 
Cenier.” 

Citizens can reach the 
toll-free hotline by calling 
1-888-584-3110, which is 


ssaifed 24 hours a day, 


seven days a week. States 
that have been affected by 
West Nile-like virus have 
reported unusual numbers 
of bird deaths, particulariy 
crows. Should unusual bird 
deaths occur in Maryland, 
the hotline can dispatch 


‘trained staff to assess the 


incident and take samples 
for evaluation, if necessary.

rally and for a variety of | 


reasons, Taylor-Rogers said. 
Since states that have seen 
a problem with West Nile- 
like virus have reported a 
higher than usual mortality 
in crows, the DNR is pri- 
inarily interested in crow 
deaths at this time, or in- 
stances where several, dead 
non-crow species are {ound 
nearby one another. If the 
dead bird (or birds) is 
found uext to a road or 
building, near a window, or 
under power/telephone 
lines, and shows some out- 
ward sign of injury includ- 
ing blood or broken bones, 
ihere is no reason to notify 
the hotline. If none of these 
conditions apply, citizens 
are asked to call the hot- 
line.

Leaf Disposal 
Procedures Set 
By Health Dept. 


As the autumn foliage 
season draws to an end, 
local residents are 
faced with the task of ra- 
king and disposing of fallen 
leaves. The Garrett County 
Environmental Health Of- 
fice has issued a reminder 
to homeowners that Macy- 
land Air Quality Regula- 
tions prohibit buruing of 
leaves in areas where col- 
lection is availabic. 
“Burniag sometimes 
seems to be the easiest so- 


said, “but it is becoming 
more and more unaccept- 
able due to air quality con- 
cerns aad adverse health ef- 
fects from smcke pollutants. 
The smoke from burning 
leaves contains high concen- 
trations of hydrocarbons, 
particulate matter, carbon 
monoxide, and nitrogen ox- 
ides.” 

Pollutants resulting from 
leaf burning can greatly ag- 
gravace the condition of 
persons sufiering from res- 
piratory disorders such as 
setttfha, bronchitis, and em- 
physcma, and can cause eye 
and nose irritations, fever, 
coughing, and cramps in a 
healthy person. The pollut- 
ants in leaf smoke can also 
cause house paint to deteri- 
ovate, injure plants and 
shrubbery, and generalty de- 
teriorate air quality.

Maryland Gas 
Prices Highest 
Since Feb. 1997 


Gas prices for Marviand 
have taken another jump, 
making them the highest 
ievel since February 1997. 
Self-serve regular unleaded 
gasoline averages $1.28 per 
gallon for the siate of 
Maryland, up 3 cents since 
last month. "Comparing the 
price tc 1998, the increase 
is substantial. Last year at 
this time we were paying an 
average of $1.05 per gallon, 
23 cents less than this year," 
said Myra Wieman, manag- 
er of public relations for 
AAA Mid-Atlantic. 

On a national level, 
gasoline prices are at their 
highest since December 
1990 when the United 
States was preparing for 
Operation Desert Storm. 
AAA's monthly fuel gauge 
report shows self-serve 
regular unleaded gasoline 
averages $1.29 per gallon 
nationwide. 

Those planning to travel 
this month will find gasoline 
most expensive in the West 
at $1.42 per gallon and least 
expensive in the Southeast 
at $1.21. Other regional 
prices for self-serve regular 
unleaded are: New Eng- 
land, $1.34 per gallon; 
Great Lakes, $1.26; Mid- 
west, $1.24; and Southwest, 
$1.25. 

"Prices have been rising 
in reaction to production 
cutbacks by OPEC. The 
price of crude oil has more 
than doubled from $10 per 
barrel last year to $22 per 
barrel this month,” said 
Wieman. "Prices are easing 
in the West and Great 
Lakes, which may mean we 
have seen the peak, but 
don’t count on anything 
until you see the prices 
dcop at the pump."

License Plates 
Now Available 
Maryiand’s new “animal- 
friendly" license plates can 
now be purchased from 
many Maryland animal 
shelters and through the 
Humane Society of the 
United States (HSUS), the 
nation’s largest anima! pro- 
tection organization. The 
specially designed license 
plates feature a colorful 
dog-and-cat motif with the 
words “spay and neuter” 
printed on the boiiom. 


There is a one-time pur-' 


chase price of $50, half of 
which is earmarked to fund 
pet sterilization programs in 
Maryland. License piatec 
purchased county 
shelters will fund low-cost 
spay and neuter 
in the county in which they they 
were ; those sold 
through the HSUS will fund 
programs in smaller coua- 
ties that are unable to sell 
the plates themselves. 
Eight other states have 
enacted similar programs 
since 1993, most in the 
Mid-Atlantic rogion. New 
Jersey, the first state to be- 
gin selling pet friendly 
plates, has raised over a 
million doilars so far to 
combat pet overpopulation. 
Low-cost spay and neuter 
programs have proven to be 
effective in reducing the 
number of unwanted pets, 
according tw the HSUS. 
Pet overpopulation is a 
serious problem that results 
in the euthanasia of 4-6 mil- 
lion animals each year in 
the United States, 
to HSUS estimates. 
Maryland alone, thousands 
of unwanted dogs and cats

Fall Harvesting Alfalfa After a Drought, 
by Marvin Hall, Penn State University 
Dry conditions this summer caused a shortage of forage 
throughout the region. Consequently, many producers who 


normally wouldn’t consider a 


fail alfelfa harvest are 


rethinking the issue. Here are the basic things to consider 
when deciding to take a fall harvest or not. 
- Alfalfa harvest schedules, which do not allow the alfaifa 


plant to flower once 


during the season, predispose the 


plant to winter injury. However, in a drought year, alfalfa 
stores abnormal amounts of sugars in its crown and root. 
This generally improves chances of surviving a fall harvest. 


alfalfa stands. 


- Older alfalfa stands are more likely to winterkill or 
suffer winier injury following 2 fall harvest than younger 


- Alfalfa varieties with moderate resistance to several 
diseases anc sufficient wintcr hardiness have greater 
tolerance to stress from fall harvesting than less disease- 
resistant or winter-herdy varicties. 

- Adequate soil pH and fertility minimize the risk of fall 
harvesting by allowiug alfalfa plants to develop properly 


and be healthier. 


: Alfalfe on well-drained soils is less likely to suffer 
winter injury than alfalfa on poorly drained soils. 
Leaving 6-8 inches of stubble when taking a fall harvest 
will reduce the risk of wiater injury.

Health Officer Hopes To Obtain 


Portion Of State 


Cancer Funding 


Millions yet to be distributed 


Garrett County Health 
Officer Rodney Gliotfelty 
spoke with the county com- 
missioners this week ebout 
the pending allotment of 
the state’s tobacco settle- 
ment money, currently 
controlled by Governor 
Parris Glendeaing. About 
$30 million is expected to 
come into the state from 
the settlements, according 
to reports, and another $50 
million is to be expended 
Statewiic on cancer preven- 
tion programs. 

"If we want to obtain any 
of this funding, we need to 
put some objectives and 
proposed projects in place 
right now," Glotfelty said. 
In order to achieve these 
ends, the health officer 
suggested that the commis- 
sioners appoint a special 
task force to prepare a 
specific "game plan,” should 
substantial funding be 
awarded to the local juris- 
diction. 

"fhe Garrett County 
Health Department has a 
long history of cancer pre- 
vention programs and to- 
bacco use reduction pro- 
jecis. We're noi just form- 
ing someihing now because 
there’s going to be some 
money available,” Glotfelty 
said. “But I do think it’s 
very important that we form 
a task force to specifically 
pinpoint our goals and 
needs.” 

The health officer, along 
with Peggy Jamison, chair-

In response to inferma- 
tion requested by the Ruth 
Enlow Library board of 
directors, the county admin- 
istrator, Monty Pagenhardt, 
said the library staff mem- 
bers are not considered to 
be Garrett County employ- 
ees. Cathy Ashby, director 
of the library, was given this 
information this week. 

Senior library staff mem- 
ber Lynn McDaniel made a 
formal inquiry of the library 
board two weeks ago at the 
regular monthly meeting, 
asking if the staff was or 
was not considered to be 
county-employed. If the 
employees were indeed 
deemed to be county eni- 
ployees, McDaniel cited 
several areas of compensa- 
tion and bencfit inequality 
between the library staff 
and other county hires.

Wild turkey populations in western Maryland are 


he upswing, having rebounded ym seve bad years of 


poor hatches. Field surveys conducted by DNR staff this 
year reveal that turkey poult production in western Mary 
land is at its highest level since 1996, Dry weather during 
the spring and summer months provided excellent condi 
ions for nesting and poult survival. The number of tur 
key broods and the total number of turkeys observed were 
i thei highest levels sim dege 96. This in 
crease in poult production in western Marviand wili result 
la larger turkey population in th area, increasing the 
hances for a hunter to take a fall bird 
Maryiand hunters harvest between 300 and 600 turkeys 
every fall, and Garrett is the most productive county 
When hatching success and poult production are high, fall 


harvests are also high. In 1994 and 1995, poult production 
was probably at historical highs in western Maryland, and 
fall harvests were at record levels of 559 and 570. respec- 
tively. In 1998, poult production was at a very low level, 
and the corresponding fall harvest was 301 turkeys 

Another factor that affects the success of fall turkey 
hunters is the availability of food in the form of hard and 
soft mast. Hard mast, such as acorns and beech nuts, are 
preferred fall foods of wild turkeys. Turkeys also eat soft 
mast, like wild cherries and crabappies, especiaily when 
hard mast is rainimal. When food supplies are abundant, 
turkeys have ao trouble finding food. They remain scat- 
tered and are harder for hunters to locate. When foods 
are scarce, turkeys will congregate in areazs where food is 
available, thus making them more susceptible to hunting 
pressure. 

Mast surveys conducted by DNR Wildlife & Heritage 
Division staff indicate that hard mast abundance is scat- 
tered across western Maryland. Acorns are more abundant 
in Garrett and Washington counties this year than in Al- 
legany County. However, soft mast seems to be fairly 
abundant across the region.

As the 20th century 
draws to a close one can 
look back in awe at the 
advances made in medicine 


thro research and tech- 
development. The 
ability to dingnose and treat 


disease is beyond what 

could have been iinagined 

at the close of the 19th 

century.

Some of the changes, 
however, may give us all 
pause for thought. 

Mastectomies are ow 
performed on a same-day 
surgery basis. Once the op- 
eration is complete, the 
wound resulting from the 
removal of the breast is 
bandaged ana ihe patient 
goes howe. 

Opea-heart surgery pa 
tieats earn 2 four-day stay 
in a hospital bed, while new 
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mothers take infants homes 
24 hours after delivery, In 
many cases, the hospital 
stays have been shortened 
because of the developmeat 
of minimally invasive proce- 
dures. But, often the short- 
er stay results from changes 
in insurance coverage that 
have occurred in recent 
years. 

A patient may sow leave 
the hospital with a surgical 
wound that has not yet 
healed or with a catheter, 
gastronomy tubing, or intra- 
venous feeding tubes. The 
patient may be returning 
home alone or t6 a-fiamily. 
In either case, there will be 
an ongoing need for skilled 
post-surgical care. That ex- 
pert care has been available 
to Garrett County residents 
since the early 1979s whea

The remedy selected by 
legislators was cutting back 
on reimbursement to ser- 
vice providers. While this 
solution may have slowed 
the drain from the coffers 
caused by fraudulent claims, 
it also reduced the pay- 
ments to the legitimate pro- 
viders whose needed servic- 
es were delivered as billed. 
County programs began 
closing and private home 
care businesses, which 
sprung up, did not fare 
much better. "Many of them 
have now also closed," Moe 
said.

gress, according to a report 
from the Maryland National 
Capital Homecare Associa- 
tion.

Deuteronomy 31:1-8; 34 
De-otiousd Reauing: 

Numbers 27:12-23 

It was 2bout 20 years ago thai i stood 
on Mt. Nebo, the iraditional spot from 
which it is believed Moses last be- 
beld the Promised Land. We had 
timed our arrival there co that sun- 
down was just a few minutes away. 
As the sun quickly descended ecross 
the horizon, we were able to sce it 
shining on the roofs and towers of 
Jerusalem some 30 miles due west. 
Wha! a glorious sight-—for Moses 
and for us. 

Mt. Nebo is a mountain in what is 


mouatain county of southern Gilead; 
to the west across the Dead Sea, our 
guide pointed to the desert oasis of 
Zin-Gedi and the mountains south of 
Hebron; to the casi, we saw the 
monatainous country of Ajlun and 
Jeras>; and running from the 
silvery Dead Sea to ihe Sea of Gali- 
lee, the Jordan River Valley. If this 
isn’t where Moses looked over irto 
the Promised Lard, it should have 
been! 

Moses would not cress the Jordan 
into the Promised Land. This man 
who was instrumental in their escape 
from Egypt and their journey across 
the Sinai peninsula was about to 
breathe his last. Whatever resistance 
the people of Israel had given Moses, 
whatever discontent they he¢ 
murmered agaiast him, now they

Deer-Car Crashes 
Over 500,000 collisions 
occur between deer and 
motor vehicles each year. In 
Maryland, a state with both 


high vehicle density and a 


large deer population, this 
can be not only a costly 
problem, but a life-threat 
ening on 

According to the AAA, 
the most dangerous times 
of day for deer-related 


crashes are in the early eve 
ning and early morning — 
the most active time for 
deer and the most highly 
traveled time for commu- 
ters. The most dangerous 
time of year is during the 
mating season, in November 
and December, with the 
peak of breeding occurring 
during the first two weeks 
of November. Deer increase 
their daily movement end 
become more active during 
this season, with no regard 
for traffic movement. 

"The average deer-vehic- 
le crash causes about $2,000 
worth of dainage, often to 
the tront end of the vehicle, 
or shattering the wind- 
shield," said Myra Wieman, 
public relations manager for 
AAA Mid-Atlantic, "Thou- 
sands of motorists are in- 
jured in these accidents 
each year, some unfortu- 
nately killed. 

"Most drivers swerve to 
avoid hitting the animal, but 
this action often confuses 
the deer as to which way to 
run and can possibly result 
in a worse collision with an 
oncoming vehicle or a near- 
by tree,” Wieman noted. in 
order to decrease one’s 
odds of falling prey to this 
type of accident, AAA rec- 
ommends the following tips: 

ay attention to animal 
crossing signs. These signs 
indicate locations of fre- 
quent deer movement. 

Sif you see a deer in the 
road, honk your horn — 
Flashing your lights may 
cause the deer to further 
fixate on vour vehicle. 

elf you see a deer crouss- 
ing the road ahead, slow

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MIKE MYERS: “GROOVY” 
COMEDIAN AND “BOFFO” 
TALENT 


Mike Myers, star of “Wayne's 

World,” “Austin Powers,” 
Night Live” and “Second City,” liter- 
aliy is an overnight success. Unlike 
others who toil unrecognized for 
years, the talented comedian has 
gone from one success to another. 
Born in 1966 to British immigrants 
from Liverpool, Myers grew up in 
Toroato. He landed his first TV gigs 
at 8, appearing in commercials. 

As he tells June's Biography mag- 
azine, at 11, he ormed in a com- 
mercial with Gilda Radner, who 
played his mom. “I fei] in love with 
her,” Myers says. When his family 
learned she wes appearing on a new 
show called “Saturday Night Live,” 
they all watched. “I turned t© my 
family aad said, ‘I'm going to be on 
that show one day."” On the final day 
of high school exams, he auditioned 
for Canada’s Second City Comedy 
Troupe, and was hired that day. 

Starting in Toronto, he joined the 
company ip Chicago, where 
“Saturday Night Live's” creator, pro- 
ducer and fellow Canadian Lorne 
Michaels hired him. He took SNL by 
storm. During his successful six-year 
stint, Myers created a wickedly fuany 
gallery of characters, including 
Wayne Campbell, the teenage heavy 
metal wannabe and cable access host 
Before long. the whole country was 
talking like Wayne. His popularity 
led t© the two Wayne movies, fol- 
the first “Austin Powers” 
its 


affectionately inspired by Myers’ dac 
Eric, who died in 1991 of 
Alzheimer's. 

In Austin Powers-speak, every- 
thing is “boffo, groovy,” especially

Assessment Report 
Reviewed By BOE 


An update on the siate 
assessment 
testing and a presentation 
of the proposed syllabus for 
a new curriculum in drefi- 
ing were among the items 
on the agenda for Tuesday 
night’s meeting of the Gar- 
rett County Board of Edu- 
cation. 
Drafting Program 

The program of drafting 
studies outlined by Jo Ann 
Vent, supervisor of career 
and technology education, 
would replace the current 
two-part drafting course. 
The program, divided into 
the three curricular areas of 
architectural and mechani- 
cal drawing and auto cad, 
would permit students to 
select drafting courses that 
pertain to skill areas such as 
building trades, automotive, 
or machine tool. 

"This program allows 
flexibility for students to 
concentrate on their pasti- 
cular area of drafting inter- 
est. As a student enhances 
his or her drafting skills, an 
additional program that 
incorporates real worid 
work experience is avail- 
able," Vent noted. 

Each of the drafting 
courses suggested in this 
program of studies would 
be offered as a one-year, 
one-credit course. A pro- 
gram "“completer” must 
compiete four credits of the 
drafting sequence. “The 
drafti' is pro: 
orient Pieats Coenen 
both individual projects that 
teach problem-solving ond 
thinking skilis, as wel! as 
grovn projects which em- 
phesize communications 
and team work," Vent ex- 
plained.

Contractors Hope To Form Garrett 
Licensing Brd., Provide More Training 


In an effort to help local 
plumbers, builders, electri- 
cians, and other tradesmen 
obtain more training and li- 
censing, two local men have 
proposed the formation of a 
Garrett County licensing 
board. James Garner, a 
county electrical inspector, 
and Robert Heilig, a local 
contractor and master eleo- 
trician, introduced their 
idea to the Garrett County 
commissioners last week. 

"Right now, the oaly ii- 
censing available to local 
workers is the state’s master 
electrician license. This is 
exivemely difficult to obtain, 
and the guys have to go to 
Frecerick or beyond for the 
test,” Garner said. "A local 
board would be able to a 
fer training and li 
more specialized areas, 
heating, ventilstion, and sir 
cousillentet (HVAC) oniy, 
or residential electric only.” 

Any costs that would be 
incurred by the formation 
of the board would be cov- 
ered by license fees, Heilig 
and Garner said. Fees that 
are currently paid to the 
state by masier electricians 
could be redirected to the 
local board. The local fees 
would most likely be less 
than state tariffs. 

“We're not asking for any 
county money. We're confi- 


dent that it would be selt- 

supporting,” Garner said. 
Recause local licensing is 

currently unavailable, the 


few master electricians in. 


the area are held :esponsi- 
ble for anyone they may 
ceatract to do work. If a 
laborer is not licensed, he is 
also uninsured, and the 
contractor has no recourse 
should the work be done 
inadequately. 

"The construction busi- 
ness around here is having 
a hard time finding good 
electricians, If we had more 
training held locally, we 
could start to fig that prob- 
fay as said.

It is a Maryland law that all residences have 
smoke alarms, but if they don’t work, having them is 


pointless. 
The student president of nearby Fort Hill 
Figh School, 17-year-old Melody Williams, died in a 


house fire last week, as did her 5-year-old sister, 
when fire desivoyed their house in south Cumber- 
land. The girls were sleeping on the second floor of 
the two-story log-styie structure. Their parents were 
seeping on the first floor, but were rot awakened by 
the fire until it was too Jate to alert their daughters. 
There were no smoke alarms in the house, let alone 
smoke alarnis with dead batteries. 

The last thing this family needs right now is for 
someone to tell them “I told you so,” or, "You know, 
i had smoke alarms in > mand house, you probably 

have all survived.” Such words only increase 
pain of their loss, and certainly cannot change 
has happened.

I hope I can always 
recall it, especially on those days when the bleakness of 
life is too apparent. 

i love November. There is a peacefulness about it, a 
quiet calm. The trees worked hard for Autumn Glory, I 
think, holding on tight to their most brilliant leaves 
throughout the festival (aud Oaklanc’s 150th). Then it 
seemed as if they all gave a good shiver, spilling their 
leaves in great circles beneath their limbs. Those bright 
wheels of scarlet and yellow lay still on the ground for 
quite a few days, unti! the gusty pre-winter winds scattered 
them, sending the leaves flying like flocks of mindless 
birds whirling up toward the sky. Now the mighty trees are 
bare and gray, standing ready for another mountaintop 
winter. I'm ready, too. 

The march of the seasons is therapeutic for many of 
us, I think, providing a shifting, ye* reliable, cycle. Life is 
cyclical, anyway, and so it seems (itting that the weather 
is, too. The seasons roll by, marking the year, each of 
which passes mwie quickly thaw the lasi. Our children 
thrive, their limbs growing iong and their thoughts grow- 
ing deep. Our relationships with our lifemates change, 
having started like the first buds of spring, new and beau- 
tifui yet painfully fragiie, siowly maturing like fruit on a 
tree, becoming strong and old, until we can’t at ail picture 
our lives without one another. The frenzied pace of every 
day is as cluttered as the autumn ground, sometimes hin- 
dering our view of what we really have ia this life. 

But in November, the woiid is swept clean. We can see 
farther because the trees are stark and the grasses die 
back. Activities slow as sport seasons comic to 2 close, The 
summer people go back home and the tourists give us a 
rest, biding time until Wisp opens. When we sit down for 
dinner, the night is already upon us, makiug it easier to 
get the kids in bed by 8:30. We begin again the business 
of carrying wood and building fires, pulling on boots and 
zipping jackets, guiding little mittens onto litter hands, 
and watching the skies fer snow It’s a quiet, per 
sive time; a lull we ali need, because life is never very 
easy. ‘ 

Oni another day, I might not have seen the picture of 
my family as i saw it two weeks ago. I could have just as 
easily walked on home, aot even noticing that moment, 
which is now a framed memory permanently filed in my 
brain. The realities of life are rarely picturesque, whatever 
our lot might be — married, , with chiidren or with- 
out, young, old, wealthy, poor. Children cause stress, they 
feel stress, spouses argue, cars break down, the laundry 
piles up, the cat gets fleas, and groceries cost lots of 
money. Planes crash and crazy people shoot people, trees 
get hecked down just because they’re old, and mega-stores 
move in to smail towns. 

But we’re here. Here with these bodies that allow us io 
hear and see and taste and feel and breathe in the 
fragrance of the seasons. SO, give me the moments. The 
moments of being thrust up into the air like an autumn 
leaf and looking down on what's really there. We all have 
goodness in our lives. It’s important to see it from time to 
time.

Many people saw the story of tobacco industry 
whistieblower Jeffrey Wigand a few years ago, especially 
those who follow the CBS newsmagazine 60 Minutes 
Wigand was the acientific consultant who, after being 
fired from a large tobacco company, decided to expose the 
hypocrisy that permeated that most evil of empires on 
the country’s highest rated news show. In Michael 
Mann’s The Insider, Wigand’s story is told, from the 
death threats he received after breaking his “confidenti- 
ality agreemeni,” to the political ramifications of his 
testimony, to the furor that erupted behind the scenes at 
CBS News when 60 Minutes almost caved in to pressure 
from the mammoth and deep- eted tobacco induatry. 

Not only is the story fascinating and intelligent 
(written by Eric Roth, adapted from the article "The Man 
Who Knew Too Much" by Marie Brenner), and not only 
is Mann's directing inventive and yet down to earth, but 
the performances by the cast are truly excellent. Russell

Friendsvilie white water 
outfitter company that he 
owns and operates, recently 
discussed the ill-fated expe- 
dition while viewing a video 
of the journey produced for 
the National Geographic Ex- 
plorer television program. 

The group of expert kay- 
akezs was drawn to the oth- 
er side of the globe by a 
river shrcuded as mvch in 
the midst of legend as it Is 
in the shadows of 5-mile 
high Himalayan peaks. "The 
Tsangpo is an awesome riv- 
er — words just can’t de- 
scribe ii,” Zbel said. "We 
used satellite photos \o help 
scout it out, and you could 
see the white water from 
onter space.” 

The Tsangpo cuts com- 
pletely across Tibet, starting 
at 7,000 feet above sea level 
before making a rapid de- 
scent and roaring through 
the mountain plateau by 
way of the only gap in the 
Himalayas. Its very exis- 
tence was considered just a 
rumor for centuries, and, up 
until just a few months ago 
(just after the National Ge- 
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ogruphic’ kayaking expedi- 
tion was called off) it had 
never been seen, much less 
explored, by Westerners. 

"If you took the flow of 
the Mississippi River and 
cut it through the Rocky 
Mountains you'd get the 
idea of what the Tsangpo is 
like. it’s so remote that data 
is hard to come by, but our 
best gucss was that it was 
running as high as 50,000 
cubic feet per second (cis) 
while we were there, while 
whitewater on the Yough- 
iogheay is about 2000 cfs at 
iis highest point,” the 
Friendsvilie paddler said. 

The Yough, which has 
some of most challenging 
rapids in the U.S., is a Class 
IV river on a whitewater 
scale that goes up to six. 

"Death was a real possi- 
bility, and before we left for 
Tibet I was probably the 
most apprehensive of the 
guys," said Zbel, who had 
signed on with the group as 
a substitute when one of 
the initial members bowed 
out. "But it was something I 
had to do. In talking with 
my wile after the call asking 
me to join the team, I told 
her that | had wanted to 
climb Mount Everest ever 
since I was a kid. That will 
probably never happen, but 
the Tsangpo is the Everest 
of whitewater. She was ner- 
vous, of course, but sup- 
ported me in the docision 
we made: together.” 

When Zbel and his team- 
mates landed at Tibet’s 
Katmandu airport, 15 years 
had passed since organizers 
had first started planning 
for the expedition. With the 
region in the iron pp of 
Communist China for de- 
cades, all but closed to the 
outside world, no precise 
maps existed that detailed 
the area. 

After a long journey to 
the river that included a 
treacherous drive through 
three 15,000-foot passes and 
three days of brutal moun- 
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tain hiking while shoulder- 
ing boats, gear, and provi 
sions, the team came upon 
a sight they couldn't have 
prepared for. 

“Once we arrived we saw 
there was no way we'd be 
able to do ali 140 miles of 
the river. It was so bad that 
I immediately decided that 
1 would play it totally con- 
servative and carry my boet 
if we cams upon an espe- 
cially risky spot," the world- 
class paddler said. 

Current speeds exceeded 
20 miles an hour in the 
Tsangpo’s rapids, az com- 
pared to 7-8 miles per hour

i could write a whole columa oa 
Joshva 3 and skillfully avoid the point 
at which you the reader may stumble. 
I could talk about how God con- 
firmed Joshua's leadership. I could 
write about the faith which the people 
displayed in obeying Joshua's com-

Tie story is not 00 complicated os it 
appears. Joshua called the people 
together tc tell them thai their cross- 
ing of the flooded Jordan River 
would be a sign of God’s presence. 
Twelve mer-—one from each of the 
tribes-—were to be sclected. When 
the priests’ feet iouched the flood 
waters of the Jordan, whezever they 
stood, the watess would be backed up, 
so that the people of Israel could walk 
actos. 

It is a fascinating and inspiring story, 
but it leaves us with some nagging 
auestions. Did God really dry up the 
Jordan River so that the Israelites 
could cross over? Or is this simply a 
mythical retelling of an actual event 
in which the people witnessed God's 
help? Shall we look for similar 
miracles today? And, if God does not 
give us signs such as these, what does 
that mean? 


SIGNS & WONDERS 

First of ail, | need to remind you that 
the tern “miracle” is not a common 
term in the Bible. In my RSV con- 
cordance there are only twelve verses 
in which a word is Hebrew or Greek 
is translated as “miracle.” In fact, 
even these translations are not accu- 
rate renderings of the original words. 
Some Bibie translations do not use 
the word “miracle” at all. In neither 
the Old or New Testament was there 
aconcept of “miracle.” which is to- 
day popularly understood as a 

event. The terms “su- 
pernatural” and “natural” had no 
meaning in Biblical times. 
Instead, the usual rendering of such

Seat Belt Use 
Effort Receives 
Major Funding 


Senators Paul S. Sar- 
baues aud Barbara A. Mi- 
kuiski have announced that 
the U.S. Department of 
Transportation has awarded 
$2,950,800 in seat belt use 
incentive grants to the state 
of Maryland. This repre- 
sents an increase of over 
four times the total! funding 
that was allocated last year. 

This is the second year 
that the Maryland Depart- 
ment of Transportation has 
received a seat belt use in- 
ventive grant. These grants 
are awarded to states that 
have obtained a state seat 
belt waage rate above the 
national average. Mary- 
land’s seat belt usage rate 
was 83% in 1998, 13 points 
higher than the national 
average. The amount of the 
grant was calculated based 

upon the savings in medical 
costs to the federzal govern- 
ment that result from in- 
creased seat belt rate use. 
These funds will be used 
to support a variety of pro- 
grams reuging from encour- 
aging seat beli use and spe- 
cial traffic enforcement pro- 
grams to highway construc- 
tion activities. In Maryland, 
they will be used by the De- 
partment of Transportation 
to increase seat belt use ed- 
ucation and outreach. More 
specifically, this funding will 
expand the Child Passenger 
Safety Program, which 
holds clinics to educate 
both parents and teenagers 
in proper seat belt use. Par- 
ents are instructed on the 


ayneee techniques for 
oly securing their chil- 
dren in their cars. Teenag- 
ers are also targeted for 
seat belt safety education 
before they reach driving 


‘ age. 

. seat beit safe- 
ty awareness will help to 
decrease accident injuries 
and mortalities in the state 
of Maryland,” said Sar- 
banes. “It has been proven 
time and time again that 
seat belts are the most ef- 
fective safety device in ve- 
tucles and would save thou- 
sands of more lives if every- 
one used them all the time.” 

"These grants from the 
U.S. Department of Trans- 
portation will help Mary- 
iand get behind our kids by 
expandiag clinics that deim- 
onstrate to teenagers and 
parents the proper use of 
seat belts," said Senator 
Mikulski. "Maryland's high- 
way safety record is moving 
in the right direction, and I 
want to ensure that we con- 
tinue down this road."

Household Help

In today's world of high tech and 
civil lawsuits, it's more important 
than ever to document everything and 
keep signed copics of all transac- 
tions. The remodeling world: is no 
exception. That's why the National 
Association of the Remodeling 
Industry (NARI) urges homeowners 
and contractors to put everything on 
paper. 

Whenever an agreement is made 
before, during, and after a remodel- 
ing project, you need to have written 
confirmation. This includes a written 
contract before any work takes place, 
documenting change orders and work 
directives, and a letter of confirma- 
tion when the scope of the project is 
altered in any way. 

These items should be signed by 
both the homeowner and the contrac- 
tor or an officer of the contractor's 
company. Any changes in the remod- 
cling project should also be noted in 
the contract. It is a good idea to keep 
a copy of the contract on hand for a 
quick reference and clarification. 

Creating a contract and change 
order procedures, and negotiating 
terms, needs to be done prior to start- 
ing any work. Homeowners should 
discuss the contracior’s procedure for 
dealing with changes or special 
requests, such as work on rooms not 
included in the main contract, as part 
of the initial contract negotiations. 
This offers protection against later 
disputes regarding changes, price, 
and scope of the project. In addition, 
this gives both parties an up-front 
understanding of how changes in the 
project are to be handled and what 
additional type of charges, if any. will 
be incurred by the homeowner. 

The best protection for homeown- 
ers and contractors is to: 

* Write everything down. 

* Keep thorough records. 

* Negotiate terms, procedures, and 
prices befure starting the project 

* Establish that the contractor only 
works according to the written ver- 
sion of the project 

* Allow the contractor to begin 
work when an agreement has been 
reached by both parues 

Keeping good, written records will 
help eliminate problems and will 
allow the project to meet the home- 
owner's and the contractor's expecta- 
bons

THE SUN — In November, sunlight hours each day 
drop from 10.5 on the Ist to 9.6 op the 30th. The sun's 
midday peak height drops from 36 to 28 degrees (45 de- 
grees is halfway up). Sunset times fail back about 25 min- 
utes (before 5 p.m. by Thanksgiving), while sunrise times 
push more than 30 minutes forward (to after 7 p.m. in late 
November). 

THE MOON — November opens with a half full moon 
(tike a backwards "D") in the early morning hours. On No- 
vember 4 and 5 the crescent moon appears near the bril- 
liant planet Venus in the eastern dawn. On November 7 
the moon swings from the morning to the evening side of 
the sun. By November 9 the moon may be spied as a very 
slender crescent low in the western dusk. On November 
13 the crescent moon appears near the planet Mars in the 
southwestern dusk. By November 16 the evening moon 
has grown to half full (looks like a "D"). This shape of the 
moon offers the best views of the moon’s craters and 
mountains through binoculars or telescope. The moon will 
appear near ibe bright planet Jupiter on November 20 and 
near Saturn on the 21st. The moon is full on the night of 
November 23-24; this is called the Beaver or Frosty Moon. 
As November ends, the moon will have shrunk to half fuli 
in the morning sky.

Based on conditions as 
of Oct. 1, corn and soybean 
production in Maryland is 
expected to be down from 


1998, according to the 
Maryland Agricultural Sta- 
tistics Service. Yields re- 
mained unchanged from the 
Sept. i report for corn and 
soybeans; however, tobacco 
yield did increase slighily. 
Corn production is forecast 
at 34 million bushels, down 
22% from last year and 8% 
from 1997. Yield is project- 
ed at 85 bushels per acre, 
down 24 bushels from lust 
year’s estimate of 109. If 
realized, this would be the 
lowest yield since 1993. Ac- 
cording to the Crop Prog- 
ress Report for Oct. 4, corn 
condition stood at 19% very 
poor, 28% poor, 36% fair, 
16% good, and 1% excel- 
lent. 

Soybean production is 
forecast at 11.7 million 
bushels, down 18% from 
last year and 25% from 
1997, This would be the 


smallest production since 
1987. Yield is forecast at 26 
bushels per acre, down 5 
bushels from 1998's final 
estimate of 31 bushels per 
acre.

Precautions - Hunting from Tree Stands 

During hunting seasca, deer hunters have to take care 
to be safe in many different aspects of their sport. Tree 
stands are popular with hunters, but there are precautions 
hunters should take. 

Your checklist should be: 

i. Teli someone where you ere huntiny and provide 
details on your location and schedule so peopie will be 
able to find you if you de not return on time. 

2. Use a portable rather than a permaucnt tree stand. 
A portable stand reduce:, damage to the iree and affords 
the hunter greater flexibility in moving a stand’s location. 

3. Securely attach the tree stand po higher than you 
feel comfortable in jumping safely from the tree. 

4. Use a safety belt to secure yourself to the tree. 
Harnesses made for this purpose are much safer than 
rope. 

5. Use an eqnipment haul line to bring your unloaded 
gan or bow into and out of the siand. Neve; climb into a 
tree stand carrying any equipment. 

6. Keep your tree stand in good working condition; 
replace any worn or missing parts. 

7. Practice using your tree stand before going into the 
woods the first time. Set it up close to the ground to 
become familiar with how it reacts to your body weight 
and movements. 

8. If you choose to use an existing permanent stand, 
thoroughly inspect it before the season and make any 
necessary repairs. Decaying wood and natural tree growth 
could make a permanert stand unsafe. 

9. Select straight, live trees for tree-stand siies; inspect 
for bee or wasp nests, animal dens, and overhead dead 
wood before putting up the stand, 

10. Stay awake! A common cause of tree-stand acci- 
dents is falling asleep. Don’t climb a tree after taking 
medication that makes you drowsy. If you start to nod off, 
get down to the ground immediately. 

Hunting remains popular, and as hunters a are showing 
greater interest in black-powder and bow hunting, the use 
of tree stands also increases. 

Selecting end Storing Apples 

This has been a very good production og for apples 
in our area. Apples can be stored lly for several 
moaths. Late maturing varieties such as Winesap Yellow 
Newton, Rome Beauty, York Emperial, and Northern Spy 
will store up to 7 months. 

It is very important that you select firm apples, free of 
bruises, decay, broken or shriveled skin. Fruit should be 
ripe when picked to have good flavor, texture, and storing 
ability. Apples should be well colored; check for back- 
ground that is greenish-yellow to yellow. 

For most varieties of apples, the optimum storage 
temperature is 30-32 degrees F with a 90% relative 
humidity. Higher storage temperatures reduce the storage 
life considerably, as apples ripen twice as fast at 40 
degrees F. Apples can be stored outdoors in insulated 
boxes or straw-lined pits or buried containers as long as 
the outside temperatures are above 10 degrees F. They 
will last longer and retain more flavor if kept in a fruit 
cellar in plastic bags or in cardboard boxes lined with 
plastic sheets. The cardboard box and plastic bags must be 
perforated to allow air circulation. If the fruits are 
individually wrapped in tissue paper or newspaper before

Caucus Identifies 
United States 
Trade Objectives 


With concern mounting 
about the prominence of 
Uv. ie agi icultur al pi» wr ities 
in the upcoming World 
Trade Organization mini- 
sterial meeting, 37 members 
of the House and Senate 
recently created the WTO 
Trade Caucus for Farmers 
and Ranchers. Co-chaired 
by Seus. Larry Craig (R- 
Idaho) and Byron Dorgan 
(D-N.D.), and Reps. Mike 
Simpson (R-Idaho) and 
Earl Pomeroy (D-N.D.), the 
caucus was formed to pres- 
ent a united agenda for ag- 
riculture and ensure that 
U.S. trade negotiators ac- 
tively pursue a_ positive 
agenda for agriculture at 
the meeting in Seattle. 

Dorgan said the group’s 
goal is to have U.S. negotia- 
tors pursue policies that al- 
low U.S. farmers and ranch- 
ers io compete on equal 
terms. "If the rules are fair, 
our farmers and ranchers 
can ovt-compete anyone, 
anywhere," Dorgan said. 
"We want American negoti- 
ators to stand up for our 
farmers and ranchers and 
insist that free trade also be 
fair trade." 

The caucus’s first step in 
September was to deter- 
mine what issues were the 
most important to Ameri- 
can producers. The group 
chose to focus on increasing 
market access, eliminating 
export subsidies and non- 
tariff trade barriers, and to 
make the cperation of state 
trading enterprises more 
transparent. 

Craig said that by estab- 
lishing such priorities, the 
caucus is now able to pres- 
ent a unified voice for the 
nation’s farmers and ranch- 
ers. "American agriculture is 
at a disadvantage in the 
world marketplace, and it is 
time for our government to 
stand up and fight for farm- 
ers and rauchers across the 
country.” 

Last month caucus repre- 
sentatives met with Agricul- 
ture Secretary Dan Giick- 
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man and gained a commit- 
ment from him, and ulti- 
mately the Clinton adminis- 
tration, that agricuitural 
trade objectives wili be the 
top priority for U.S. negoti- 
ators. 

"I think we've gained the 
attention of the administra- 
tion, aud now they’ve listed 
agriculture as their No. 1 
priority for the WTO meet- 
ing,” said Simpson. "We 
need te make sure they are 
committed to acting on that 
priority and meeting the 
needs for the agriculture 
community. 

According to the caucus, 
the average tariff on agri- 
cultural imports in WTO- 
member countries is 50 per- 
cent, comipared to less than 
10 percent in the United 
States. This discrepancy has 
led the bipartisan, bicame;- 
al group to call for expand- 
ed market access through 
tariff reduction or elimina- 
tion and reciprocal market 
access.

In an attempt to reduce 
injuries to children resulting 
from automobile accidents, 
the nationwide effort known 
as Operation ABC (Ameri- 
caus Buckle up Children) 
began in 1997. 

Spurred by the nationai 
increase in child restraint 
use and significant drop in 
child fatalities in the two 
years since the mobiliza- 
tions began, the Maryland 
State Police, McHenry bar- 
rack, will participate in the 
next 50-state crackdown on 
drivers with unbuckled 
children. 

"Starting on November 
22 and continuing through 
the Thanksgiving weekend, 
our troopers will be looking 
for and ticketing ‘deadbeat’

Transportation officials 
credited the mobilization 
projects with helping to 
move the nation toward its 
goal of decreasing child fa- 
talities by 15 percent by the 
year 2000, a police depart- 
meut spokesman said. Since 
the crackdowns began two 
years ago, restraint use by 
children ages 1-4 has ia- 
creased from 60 to 87 per- 
cent, and child fatalities 
have dropped by 12.3 per- 
cent, according to the Na- 
tional Highway Traffic Sa- 
fety Administration. 
"Despite the dramatic in- 
crease in child restraint use 
and subsequent drop in 


child fatalities, we still have 
work tc do," said Janet 
Dewe,, executive director 
of the Air Bag and Seat 
Belt Safety . 
"Deadbeat drivers who fail 
to take responsibility for 
protecting their child pas-

risk every day,” she stated. 

Traffic crashes remain 
the leading cause of death 
for children of all races 
ages 5-14. Nearly six out of 
10 children who die in 
crashes are unbuckled. Of 
those, nearly half would be 
alive today if an adult had 
made sure they were buck- 
led up. in Maryland, 25 
were killed in crashes and 
14 were unrestrained in 
1998, the spokesman noted. 

"Today we are calling on 
our entire community to 
adopt zero tolerance for un- 
buckled children.” said Lt. 
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Lucas. "No one should look 
the other way when they 
see a child at risk. Everyone 
must make sure their rela- 
tives, neighbors, and friends 
know that letting a child 
ride unbuckled — no mat- 
tex how short the ride — is 
always life threateving and 
never worth the risk," he 
emphasized.

tary portion of the process 
“has been agreed to.” As for 
the suggested legislation, 
both Hafer and Edwards 
seemed hesitant to support 
the idea. Both appeared 
confident that the county's 
terests have been and 
continue to be considered 
in the negotiations, and that 
the formation of a local 
advisory board would be 
logical. However, to seek 
legisiation on the control 
issue before all portions of 
the sale are finalized could 
be difficult and perhaps 
detrimental io the sale 
process, they cautioned. 

At the time of the final 
agreement, the commission- 
ers will be required to sign 
off on the document, as the 
local government must 
approve any sale of land to 
the state that exceeds 100 
acres. 

"We really wani to avoid 
getiing to the signing stage 
and being presented with 
something we simply can’t 
sign,” Gregg said.

If a property is approved 
for the purchase of develop- 
ment rights and the owner 
has sold easements to the 
state program, he/she would 
be eligible to apply for a 
10-year tax credit equaling

active. If the landowner

Joan of Arcis probably the most venerated figure 
ench history. One would expect that a film ofher life, 
entirely French production, with a French writer 
r and an ail-French crew, would be pretty much 
the authoritative voice on the subject. And indeed, from 
what I have seen in the trailers, I expected Luc Besson’s 
The Story Of Joan Of Arc to be one cf the 
major Oscar contenders this year. But while things like 
cinematography and costume design (by Thierry’ ; 
and Catherine Leterrier, respectively) will probebly get 
the nod, and some actors may possibly garner nomina 
tions for their work, I can’t imagine the film academy 
seriously considering thie as a possible best picture or 
best director or best screenplay nominee. Everything 
about this film is inconsistent, from the | to the 
tone to the special effects.

Joan rides high on the wave of fame that comes 
from her uncanny leadership abilities, and garners the 
undying love and respect of the army and people of 
France. But after Charles is crowned king, he no longer 
needs or desires her services. He cuts off her aupplies and 
finances, and without an edequate army, she suffers a 
devastating loss attempting to reclaim Paris. She is 
tuken prisoner, raped, and accused of heresy for her 
steadfast belief that she is an instrument of God. Though 
she is still loved by her people, Joan cannot deny her 
voices, and on May 30, 1431, only 19 years old, she is 
burned at the stake. Five hundred years later, in 1920, 
she is canonized as a saint by the Catholic Church.

"Maryland's new deer 

management structure 


creased the total antlerless 
deer harvest by almost one 
fourth within sections of 
Maryland with elevated 
deer numbers," said Michael 
Slattery, director of the 
Wildlife and Heritage Divi- 
sion of the DNR. "Mary- 
land’s deer hunters are 
playing a crucial role in 
deer management by 
creasing the number of ant- 
lerless deer harvested,” he 
said. 

In the 1998-99 season, 
Maryland firearm deer 
hunters harvested 41,073 
deer. This was a _ record 
year, with 19,256 antiered 
deer and 21,781 antlerless 
deer taken. The 10 leading 
1998 firearm deer harvest 
counties were: Frederick 
(3,703), Washington (3,157), 
Allegany (2,997), Garrett 
(2,826), Dorchester (2,528), 
Worcester (2,193), Kent 
(1,963), Charles (1,954), 
Carroll (1,797), and Queen 
Anne’s (1,797). 

Maryland deer hunters 
have four separate bag lim- 
its for the four deer man- 
agement regions. The num- 
ber of deer that a firearm 
hunter can take in one re- 
gion will not affect the 
hunter's bag limit in other 
regions during the two-week 
firearm deer season (Nov. 
27 through Dec. 11). Mary- 
land’s deer harvest regula- 
tions are designed to stabi- 
lize deer population num- 
bers throughout the state by 
encouraging hunters tc har- 
vest antlerless deer in cer- 
tain areas, the DNR ex- 
plained. 

Region A includes Alle- 
gany, Garrett, and Washing- 
ton (Zone 2) counties. Re- 
gion B encompasses Car-

Hunters who purchase a 
Bouus Deer Stamp ($5 for 
residents, $25 for nonresi- 
denis) may take a second 
antiered deer. Hunters who 
were selected for a Bonus 
Antlerless Deer Stamp may 
take an anileriess deer on 
Dec. 10 or Dec. il. The 
combined total firearm sea- 
son bag limit for Region A 
is two deer. 

The combined total fire- 
arm season bag limit for 
Region B is two deer. No 
more than one of these 
deer may be antlered. A 
split season allows the first 
deer io be antlered or ant- 
lerless if taken between 
Nov. 27 and Dec. 4; only 
antlered deer may be taken 
between Dec. 6 and Dec. 
11. After purchasing a Bon- 
us Deer Siamp, a firearm 
deer hunter may take a sec- 
ond deer between Nov. 27 
and Dec. 4, the second deer 
may be antlered or antler- 
less if the first deer taken 
was antlerless; the second 
deer must be antleriess if 
the first deer taken was ant- 
lered. Hunters, whose first 
deer was antlered, may not 
take a second deer from 
Dec. 6 through Dec. 11. 

For Region C and D, the 
independent bag limits per- 
mit firearm deer hunters to 
take one antlerless or ant- 
lered white-tailed deer be- 
tween Nov. 27 and Dec. 11. 
Three additional white- 
tailed deer may be taken 
through the use of Bonus 
Deer Stamps. No more than 
two antlered deer may be 
taken with a firearm in Re- 
gion C or D. Two entlerless 
white-tailed deer must be 
taken with a firearm before 
a second autlered deer is 
pursued. The combined to- 
tal firearm season bag limits 
in each region is four deer. 

Firearm hunters are re- 
minded that only one deer 
may be taken per day in the 
following counties: Allega- 
ny, Carroll, Frederick, Gar- 
rett, and Washington. In all 
other counties, there is no 
restriction that applies to 
the number of deer that 
may be taken per day with 
the season bag limits. 

Sika deer may be hunted 
in Dorchester, Somerset, 
Wicomico, and Worcester 
counties. Firearm deer 
hunters may take one ant- 
lered or antlerless sika deer 
within this area. A second 
sika deer may be taken by 
purchasing a Bonus Deer 
Stamp. This second sika 
deer must be antleriess if 
the first sika deer taken was 
antlered. ‘The second sika 
deer may be either sex if 
the first sika deer taken was 
antlerless. The combined 
total sika deer bag limit for 
firearm season is two deer. 
No more than one of these 
deer may be antlered. 

Deer hunters are remind- 
ed by the DNR to focus on 
safety. 

"Always wear a safety 
belt or harness when using 
a tree stand,” Slattery said. 
"Permanent tree stands 
should be inspected and re- 
paired as necessary. Always 
use a hoist rope to get your 
unloaded firearm up and 
down trees. Identify your 
target and know the terrain 
beyond. Cary firearms 
cased and ualoaded to and 
from shooting areas.” 

For additional informa- 
tion regarding Maryiand's 
deer hunting regulations or 
for information about hunt- 
ing on Maryland’s more 
than 250,000 acres of public 
lands, persons may consult 
the DNR publication Huni- 
ing and Trapping in Mary- 
land 1999-2000. This publi- 
cation is available at all 
DNR Service Centers, and 
is issued to hunters when 
they purchase a 1999-2000 
Maryland hunting license. It

FISHING REPORT Ae a beverage, tax tax & gratuity!) 


The proionged mild weather has been a boou to the 
fishing crowd that prefers to chase trout in our area rivers. 
The web site maintained by the DNR reported that the 
North Branch of the Potomac water level remains to be in 
the very fishable 125-cubic-foot-per-second range. And as 
the water continues to cool, tishing should continue to im- 
prove. In these conditions terrestrials do well. Ants, crick- 
ets, and beeties in assorted coiors are effective, along with 
stonefly nymphs and green inchworms. The trophy fish 
that are in the deep pools are art to take crayfish, mud- 
dlers, clouser minnows, and other streamers fished deep. 

On the Savage River, anglers have reported that fishing 
just below the surface has produced exceilent results on 
good weather days. Again, minnow imitations such as 
muddiers, sculpins, wooly buggers, or even beadhead 
nymphs seem to be the ticket. Also, you can fish very 
small midges on the surface on the remaiaing warm 
weather days. 

The Youghiogheny water level remains low and clear, 
but the action is excellent. On the surface, terrestrials will 
work, but size 18 B.W. Olive sparkle comparyaduns and !6 
slate gray caddis may be a better choice. As the water 
coois, surface action will decrease while the subsurface ac- 
tion will increase.

As boy, | was fascinated by the 


i Crusades. Like most people, |! 


gioried in the chivalry of knights on 
a quest to wrest the Holy Land from 
the heathens. Later, when I studied 
the history of the English Civil War 
I was captured by the exploits of 
Oliver Cromwell m winaing the Brit 
ish Isles for the Protestant faith. 

it was only considerably later when 


‘1 was in college that I learned that 


the Crusades were one of the most 
shameful episodes in Christendom. 
lalso realized that Oliver Cromwell, 
for all of kis piety and passion for 
reform, was a ruthless tyrant who 
slaughtered thousands because of 
his hatred and fear of Roman 
Catholicism. It also became appar- 
ent that both the Crusaders and 
Cromwell's Round heads looked, not 
to Jesus aud the four gospels for iheir 
guidance, but the bioodbaths of the 
Old Testament. These warriors—ts- 
raclites, Crusaders, Round heads and 
others—uad a religious passion, but 
it was not a passion that is compat- 
ible with the ,00d news of Jesus 
Christ. . 
‘UTTERLY DESTROY’ 

So, what do we do with a story like 
the one we find in Joshug 6, where 
God is depicted as calling for the 
decimation of ail ihe peopis of 
Jericho?

This view of God makes it easy for 
us to justify the depredations of the 
Crusades, the inhuman crimes of the 


Inquisition, the decimation af 
America’s native Americans, tht 
Holocaust of World War II and the 
Ethnic Cleansing in Yugoslavia 
today. | cannot put Jesus in any of 
those pictures either. Can you? 
DIVINELY ORDAINED? 

I do not wish to quarrel with this 
text or those who chose it for a Sun- 
day schooi lesson, but I cannot con- 
scientiously ignore its incompatihil - 
ity with the gospel of Christ. Because 
of the Jesus Christ I have found both 
in the New Testament and my life and 
the God he reveals to us, I cannot 
believe that genocide yesterday or 
today is divinely ordained. Vicious, 
vengeful cruelty is not the Father to 
whom he introduced us. 

Jesus aud Joshua actually bear the 
same name, Yesbua, of which 
“Jesus” is the Greek form and 
“Joshua” is an anglicized version 
Yeshua means “God (Yaweh) is 
salvation.” The name is appropriate 
for Joshua = because he was the 
savior of his people, picking up the 
reigns of leadership after the death 
of Moses. But the salvation whic!; 
Jesus brought was something entirely 
different. His life and ministry ws 
the antithecis of the leadership of 
Joshua. 

While I can admire Joshua as s 
man whose faith was surely the most 
advanced of bis time, I cannot 
accept the god depicted in these 
chronicles. The Spirit of God surely 
rests upon these pages, but the 
human hand is very heavy here and 
when I find Joshua in conflict with 
Jesus Christ, I wil! choose the latter

¥2K Questions and Answers 
Garreti County Y2K Community Conversation 

Will the Y2K problem create major national disrup- 
tions in critica] services? 

There is no indication at this time that the Y2K prob- 
lem will cause national disruptions in basic infrastructures 
such as clectric power, telecommunications, banking, and 
transportation. 

What should I do now to prepare for the year 2000? 

Stay informed. Always be prepared for temporary dis- 
ruptions in services, no matter what the cause. 

Could Y2K failures in billing systems wipe out my pay- 
ment records? 

It is unlikely that your records wiil be erased. But, just 
in case, it is always a good idea io keep copies of billing 
and payment records. 

Should I keep cash on hand at home? 

You may want to keep a small amount of cash for per- 
sonal needs and in the event ATM machines do not work. 
You always should keep records of your current bank 
statements. 

There is talk that the Y2K problems will cause massive 
power outages. Is this true? 

The possibility of minor power outages can never be 
completely ruled out, just as in bad weather. However, 
nassive power outages are not expected as a result of 


.Y2K, but could happen because of severe snowstorms.

son. 
What have manufacturers done to make certair all the 


‘microchips used in home appliances, wristwatches, photo. 


‘graphic equipment, etc., will work? 

Consumer product manufacturers have been making 
changes to avoid the problem. If you are concerned about 
an older appliance in your home, call the toll-free number 
for the manufacturer and/or access web sites to answer 
Y2K questions. 

Is the food supply likely to suffer serious interruptions 
in distribution? How much food should 2 family keep on 
hand? 

USDA feels it is unlikely there will be serious interrup- 
Aions in the U.S. food supply. Shouid consumers create ex- 
cessive demands in a short period of time, this could cause 
distribution problems since most stores do not keep a 
large inventory of merchandise on hand. Consumers 
should plan and shop in advance of the end of the month. 
A three- to five-day supply of water and non-perishable 
goods, and a tank of gas in your car is a good rule of 
thumb to prepare for any interruption in normal routine. 
Allow one gallon of water per person per day. Select 
foods that are nutrient rich and require no refrigeration, 
preparation, or cooking and little or no water. Food items 
kept in reserve should be used/replaced every six months. 


What about the items in the freezer and refrigerator? 

Freezers kept full will stay frozen up to four days. (Use 
ice cubes or milk cartons filled with frozen water to fill 
the empty space of the freezer.) Refrain from opening re- 
frigerators and freezers during a power outage. Cover 
them with blankets or unused sleeping bags. Personal ice 
chests can be used to avoid répeated opening of the re- 
frigerator. Have plenty of flashlights and extra batteries on

Grant will 
be on hand Friday, Nov. 26, 
from 1 to 3 p.m. at Main 
Street Books in Frostburg 
to ) sign copies of his book 

” Grit, who is a local his- 
torian, has written a num- 
ber of newspaper and mag- 
azine articles, and serves as 
editor of The Glades Star, 
the quarterly publication of 
the Garrett County Histori- 
cal Society. While doing re- 
search for a Star article, he 
came across a reference to 
Coxey’s Army, a group of 
unemployed men who were 
marching from Ohio to 
Washington, D.C. The 
group passed through Gar- 
rett County during a snow- 
storm in April i894. Writ- 
ten from a journalist's point 
ot view, and to make it as 
authentic as possible, Grant 
researched 2] different 
newspepers and did a bio- 
graphical study on most of 
the 40 reporters who ac- 
companied Coxey and his 
army on their epic march. 

Coxey’s 38-Day March is 
a monograph published by 
the Council of The Alleghe- 
nies.

Dairy producers are still shocked by the drop in the 
BFP from a record September BFP of $16.26 to $11.49 for 
October, a drop of $4.77. The November BFP may be as 
ww as $10.30 to $10.50. In fact, we could see the BFP 
below $11.00 through the first quarter of year 2000. What 
is going on? The answer is a lot of milk. October miik 
production for the 20 reporting states was 4.3% greater 
than a year ago. This puts U.S. milk production for the 
first 10 months of the year 3.3% greater than last year. 
This is the strongest milk production increase since 1985. 
This increase is primarily driven by the southwestern and 
weosiern states.

"Clear- 
ly, the number of fatalities 
and injuries caused by 
drunk drivers is much high- 
er than reported each year 
and the drunk drivers are 
getting off scot-free.” Of the 
606 people killed on Mary- 
land highways in 1998, 203 
were reportedly alcohol-re- 
lated fatalities. 

The Rating the States 
aurveyawas maifed to each 
RPAADD siate organization, 
which completed the survey 
with information provided 
by appropriate state govern- 
ment agencies. The Gover- 
nor’s Highway Safety repre- 
sentative reviewed the com- 
pleted questionnaire for ac- 
curacy. After evaluating the 
data from each state survey, 
a panel of judges chosen for 
their expertise ip highway 
safety issues completed the 
State report cards by assign- 
ing later grades for each 
category and for the state 
overall.

Bears Feeding Heavily Now To 
Prepare For Winter Hibernation

October and November are busy roonths during a black 
bear’s life cycle as they feed heavily prior to the winter 
season. The feeding behavior generally starts in mid-Sep 
tember end continues until food supplies become scarce. 
Once a negative energy balance is reached, bears will be- 
gin denning for the winter. They will not use more energy 
looking for food than they can take in. In years when 
foods are abundant, bears may not den until mid to late 
December. 

During the fall months, bears need to add a heavy layer 
of fat that wil! provide insulation and an energy source for 
the long winter. Bears generally will not eat duriag the 
winter months and vss their fat reserves as aa energy 
source during hibernation. Most bears add 100-150 pounds 
of fat ia just two months. They are voracious feeders dur- 
ing this time of the year and spend most of their time 
searching for food. 

This year in Garrett County the supply of natural bear 
foods is about average. Although there appears to be a 
bountiful supply of wild apples and crabapples, acorns are 
about average in number. Acorns are a preferred food 
during the fall, and their abundance can be direcily re- 
lated to the fall and winter condition of black bears. 

This winter I would expect bears to start denning in 
late November to early December. However, one key to 
the start of denning is weather conditions. If it stays warm 
bears will not use a lot of energy to raaintain their body 
temperature and will feed for a longer period of time. If 
we have a cold fall and an early winter, bears will preba- 
bly den earlier, The 1999 fall has been relatively warm so 
far, which leads one to believe that bears may a little 
later than sorme!. 

Bears cover iarge arces while searching for food, aud 
when a food source is located they will coptinne to fre- 
quent that area. When the food supply is exhausted, they 
wil! move on to another area and continue the search for 
food. These extensive movements ai this time of the year 
can cause problems. Bears become more susceptible to be- 
ing struck by vehicles as they cross roads more frequently. 
In October alone, vehicles struck seven bears in Maryland, 
five of which were kilied. One of these bear accidents oc- 
curred in Allegany County, while the remainder occurred 
in Garrett County. 

After the opening of deer firearms season this Satur- 
day, Nov. 27, I expect bear sightings to increase in western 
Maryland. Some lucky deer hunters will have the opportu- 
nity to see a bear while in the field. Some might even see 
a bear feeding at places where deer entrails have been 
left. I would suggest to deer hunters that they keep ae 

as handy, as they t miss a great opportunity for 
Tse peel ma

SUSCOET tible & 
the deadly cold-in- 
duced condition,” said the 
department spokesman 

If not caught and treated 
early on, hypothermia, 
which occurs when the 
body’s core temperature of 
37 degrees Celsius is low- 
ered due to exposure to the 
cold, can lead to a rapid de- 
cline in the body’s ability to 
function rormally. "Each 
year more than 700 Ameri- 
cans die of hypotherinia — 
many in states thought to 
have mild climates,” the 
spokesman said. 

Older individuals have a 
tower metabolic rate, which 
makes it more difficult for 
them to mainiain normal 
body temperature when ex- 
posed to coid weather. In 
addition, since they may not 
have the ability to deteci 
temperature changes, olaer 
people may not seek shelter 
early enough to avoid be- 
coming hypothermic. 

“Many variabies contrib- 
ute to the development of 
hypothermia. We encourage 
senior citizens, caregivers, 
and relatives of older family 
members to learn about the 
syinptoms, treatment, and 
prevéntion of hypothermia,” 
said Sue Ward, secretary of 
the Marylaud Department 
of Aging. 

Cold temperatures, im- 
proper clothing, wetuess, 
fatigue and exhausiion, 
deliydration, poor food

What is LAP? 

Ihe Livestock Assistance 
Program was authorized by 
Public Law 105-277, and 


provides direct payments to 
eligible livestock producers 
who suffered grazing losses 
due to natural disaster dur- 
ing calendar year 1949. Na- 
tioawide, $200 million is al 
located to the program. 
For grazing losses due to 
natural disasters, LAP ben- 
efits will be made available 
to eligible producers in ap- 
proved counties where pre- 
cipitation was 40% or more 
below or above normal for 
at least 4 mouths and where 
there was at least a 40% 
loss of available grazing 
during a minimum 120-con- 
secutive-day period. 
Eligibility for LAP bene- 
fits for an individual pro- 
ducer is based on whether a 
natural disaster caused the 
producer in an approved 
county to suffer a 40% or 
greater loss of grazing for a 
90-consecutive-day period 
during calendar year 1999. 
Eligibility Requirements 
Eligible livestock are 
beef and dairy cattle; buffa- 
lo or beefalo when main- 
tained on the same basis as 
beef cattis, sheep, goats; 
swine; and equine animals 
used for hu- 
man food or kept for the 
production of food or fiber 
on the owner’s farm.

Additional Benefits 

Additiona! benefits for 
losses due to the 1999 natu- 
ra! disaster may be available 
for forage losses under the 
Nonainsured Assistance Pro- 
gram (NAP), 1999 ad hoc 
disaster assistance, or FSA 
Emergency Loans. Because 
a single allocation of $200 
million is available to fund 
this program nationwide, a 
national factor will be wp- 
plied to ensure equitable 

distribution of benefits to 
all eligible producers.

Where and How to Sign Up 

An application for LAP 
benefits must be filed with 
the Farm Service Agency by 
Jan. 21, 2000.

®number, kind of live- 
stock, and weight range of 
livestock owned during cal- 
endar ycar 1999, end the 
applicant’s share in those 
livestock; 

®acres, location, and 
type of grass or forage on 
which a loss was experi- 
enced in calendar year 
1999; 

@an estimated percent of 
loss of grazing; and 

®information about sig- 
nificant changes in livestock 
numbers, including daies 
when changes occurred. 

A producer can receive 
LAP benefits and also re- 
ceive benefits under any 
other program administered 
by the secretary cf agricul- 
ture for grazing losses.

Sarbanes Says New Disaster Asssistance 
Funding Could Mean More For Farmers 


Senator Paul S. Sarbanes 
announced that the Omni- 
bus Appropriations Bill, 
currently moving toward 
President Clinton’s desk for 
signature, contains $576 
million in additional emer- 
gency agricultural fuading 
nationwide, which is de- 
signed to assist those tarm- 
ers who have suffered from 
weather-related  disasiers 
this past year. 

Sarbanes has been urging 
officials to include addition- 
al monies for disaster assis- 
tance after he voted against 
the Agriculture Appropria- 
tions Bill for FY 2000, say- 
ing that the bill did not ad- 
equately meet the ueeds of 
Mary!and’s farmers. The bill 
only made available $1.2 
billion nationwide for disas- 
ter assistance, which includ- 
ed the drought that devas- 
tated Maryland and the 
northcasi/mid-Allantic re- 
gions of the United States 
this past summer. It has 
been estimated that the 
drought caused up to $2 bil- 
lion in damages in the 
northeastern and mid-At- 
lantic states alone. Mary- 
land farmers would com- 
pete with all other farmers 
across the nation for disas- 
ter assistance. 

While it is unciear at this 
time as to how much new 
money Maryland’s family 
farmers will be eligible for, 
Sarbaues said he was grate- 
ful for the inclusion of the 
additional money for disas 
ter assistance saying, “In the 
waning days of this Con- 
gress, we made a very 
strong case that our farmers 
needed additional funds to 
help them remain solvent, 
instead of facing bankruptcy 
and the loss of their farms 
as a result of the double- 
whammy of natural disas- 
ters and low commodity 
prices. 

"I am encouraged by this 
development, which will 
hopefully provide more 
money for Maryland’s farm- 
ers. In my view, we must al- 
so begin looking at the suc- 
cess or failure of our overall 
farm policy as a result of 
the passage of the Freedom 
to Farm Bill several years

ducers as they prepare for 
their next planting; $80 mil- 
lion for the Emergency Wa- 
tershed Program, to repair 
streams and enroil certain 
flood-prone lands in ease- 
ments; and $5 million in 
USDA’s Emergency Con- 
servation Program, to reha- 
bilitate damaged farmland 
and ranchland caused by 
natural disasters.

®$5.5 billion for supple- 
mental payments to com- 
hoditics producers; 

$125 million for addi- 
tional paynients to dairy 
producers; 

©$1.2 billion for crop 
loss assistance, under a pro- 
gram similar tc the single 
year crop loss disaster assis- 
tance program of 1998; 

©$328 millior in pay- 
ments to tobacco producers; 

@a doubling of the pay- 
ment limitation for loan de- 
ficiency payments and mar- 
keting loan gains from 
$75,000 to $150,000, appli- 
cable only to the 1999 crop 
year, 

$475 million in pay- 
ments to oilseed producers,

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Microwave Meals 


Help Busy Cooks, 


Need Extra Care 


The on-the-go lifestyle of 
many families may pose a 
meal-time challenge. Foods 
are often prepared and 
served quickly, in the inter- 
val between arriving home 
from one activity and bead- 
ing off for another. Tight 
time frames lead many to 
rely on take-out food, 
ready-to-eat meals, and use 
of the microwave. 

"Microwaves can play an 
important role at mealtime, 
but special care needs to be 
taken when preparing or 
reheating meat, poultry, 
fish, and eggs to ensure 
they are served safely," 
warned Tina L. Buckel, 
R.S., food service coordina- 
tor for the Garrett County 
Health Department. 

The cookware used in a 
microwave should be manv- 
factured and labeled for 
microwave use, Buckel 
explained. “Some plastic 
containers can warp or 
melt, possibly causing harm- 
ful chemicals to migrate 
into the food. Plastic wrap, 
if used, should not touch 
foods during microwaving,” 
she said. 

When microwaving, food 
items should be arranged 
evenly in a covered dish 
and liquid added if 
required. Covers should be 
loose or vented to let steam 
escape. Large cuts of meat 
should not be cooked on 
high power (100%) but on 
medium (50%) for longer 





periods, to allow heat to 
conduct deeper into the 
meat without overcooking 


the outer areas, Buckel 
noted. 
While microwaving, 


foods should be stirred or 
rotated once or twice dur- 
ing cooking time to elimi- 
nate cold spots where bac- 
teria can survive and for 


even cooking. After com—@ 


pletely cooking foods in a 
microwave, a clean food 
thermometer may be used 
to assure proper tempera- 
tures have been reached. 


"Always check foods in 
the thickest arca. Cooling 
times vary because ovens 
vary in power and efficien- 
cy. it is recommended that 
raw meats be cooked in a 
microwave to 165 degrees 
and held for two minutes 
after removing from the 
microwave oven,” Buckel 
said. 

If a microwave is used to 
thaw or partially cook 
foods, the foods should be 
transferred immediately to 
the other cooking source. 
"Never partially cook food 
and store for later use. In 
addition, if defrosting food, 
remove the food from the 
packaging prior to defrost- 
ing. Foam trays and plastic 
wraps can melt or warp, 
causing harmful chemical to 
migrate into food," Buckel 
reminded, 

Foods reheated in a mi- 
crowave should be heated 
until steaming hot and a 
clean thermometer may be 
used to assure the foods 
have reached at 165 degrees 
F.

Retailers Expect Strong Holiday Sales 


Saving the best for last, 
Maryland retailers are ex- 
pecting the 1999 holiday sea- 
son to be the best of this dec- 
ade. 

Based on a survey of its 
members and recent sales 
performance, the Maryland 
Retailers Association (MRA) 
is forecasting a 6.5% increase 
in holiday sales over 1998 
sales. MRA president Tom 
Saquella said the survey re- 
sponses were the most ag- 
gressive he has seen in over 
10 years. "Almost 50% ex- 
pected sales increases of 6% 
or more and no one saw a 
sales decrease,” he said. 

Saquella said this opti- 
mism should not be surpris- 
ing in light of a growing 
economy and strong retail 
sales over the past two years. 
Three quarters of the survey 
respondents indicated that 
sales through September 
were above 1998 and provid- 
ed “positive momentum” for 
the holiday season. 

"The economy doesn’t get 
any better for retailers,” said 


Saquella. "What should be up 
is up — consumer confi- 
-dence, employment, wages, 
and household wealth. What 
should be down is down —- 
unemployment, inflation, and 
interest rates. The bottom 
line is that Marylanders have 
a lot of disposable incorae 
which they are spending in 
retail stores." 

Also boosting holiday 
sales in ‘Maryland are the 
strong sales performance this 
year of big-ticket durable 
goods (electronics and home 
furnishings) and the upcom- 
ing millennium celebration. 
"Maryland tends to out-per- 
form the nation in sales of 
these more expensive items 
with our higher income lev- 
els, and the millennium can 
only be an added boost,” Sa- 
quella said. 

The only “cloud on the 
horizon" is if the Federal Re- 
serve Board continues to 
raise interest rates. "Although 
most economists see very be- 
nign inflation, the Fed seems 
determined to siay this imagj-

As 
of July 1, 2060, one-third of 
all Marylanders wiii have 
access to retail competition 
in the electric industry, and 
by July 1, 2002, full imple- 
mentation of deregulation is 
expected to be in piace. 
This is 2 result of legisiation 
enacted this year in the 
Maryland General Asseni- 
bly, as agreed to by the 
Pultlic Service Commission 
(PSC). 

Travieso, a member of 
the governor-appointed 
OPC, was in Garrett Coun- 
ty to explain the process, 
and to discuss 4 recent 
agreement between the 
OPC and Allegheny Power, 
Garrett County’s electricity 
provider, that will cap rates 
well into the first decade of 
2000. 

The OPC is based in 
Baltimore and consists of 
nine iawyers and a support 
staff. These individuals 
work to make sure the 
interests of residential utili- 
ty customers are protected, 
he said. As the state-ap- 
pointed consumer zdvocate, 
the OPC works to ensure 
that residential consumers 
of electricity, natural gas, 
telephone service, water 
and sewer, and transporta- 
tion receive safe, reliable 
service at the lowest possi- 
ble cost, he said. 

The OPC recently filed 
an agreement with Alleghe- 
ny Power that calis for a 
7% base rate cut on Jan. 1, 
2002, and frozen rates from 
that date through 2008. 

Currently, electricity 


rates are set by the PSC. 
Utility providers can seek 
changes in those rates -—- 
increasss or decreases — by 
presemthyg supporting evi- 
dence for the changes tw 
the PSC. The commission 
then decides whether or not 
the rate can be changed. As 
of July i of sext year, the 
PSC will no longer set the 
rates. They wi'l instead be 
based on market prices, 
similar to the way gasoline 
is priced. Residents will be 
able to choose the company 
that generates their electric- 
ity. 

The deregulation applies 
only to the generation of

“It used to be that in 
order 10 serve a large area 
of customers, an electric 
piant had to be huge. With 
advances in technology, 
smaller plants can now be 
built and operated efficient- 
ly,” be said. “In the 1970s, 
the federa! government 
started to encourage com- 
petition among the compa- 
nies.” 

A competitive market, in 
theory, should lower prices, 
Travieso said. However, 
electricity rates in western 
Maryland are already nearly 
the lowest in the country. 

“Allegany Power is one 
of the most efficient gener- 
ation plants in the Atlantic 
region,” he said. “Frankly, 
city dwellers who are cur- 
rently paying a lot for their

Norman Shaffer To His Daughter 


by Peggy Santamaria 

As families gathered last 
week, in person or in spirit, 
to bow heads in gratitude 
for life’s gifts and blessings, 
Norman Shaffer, at his 
home in Terra Alta, had a 
very special reason to lift 
his voice in thanks. His 
child, missing from his life 
for 44 years, had been 
found. 

Norman's journey to find 
this daughter spanned four 
decades nnd two continents. 
This odyssey for Norman 
began while he was a sol- 
dier stasioned in Germany. 
He had wedia young Gar- 
man womh nemed Gert 
linde ang on May 7, 1955, 
she gave birth in Munich to 
their daughter, Shiriey 
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Sharnett Maria Shaffer. The 
young couple, however, se- 
ere and divorced while 

hirley was little more than 
an infant. 

Still serving in the Army, 
Shaffer moved with his as- 
siguments from post to 
post, including a stint in 
Korea, Gerlinde, reruarried 
to a serviceman, drifted 
from his life — as did the 
tiny daughter. 

This week, holding up a 
well-worn phovo, once black 
and white but now softened 
to tones of gray, Shaffer 
pointed out Gerlinde, 
dsesses ipa coat, cuddlin 
the imfant Shirley, wiped 
in @ blanket. "This is what

Being out of touch with 
his daughter did not suit 
Norman, who began to try 
io locate his former wife 
and their child. "I continued 
trying to find them in the 
60s. 1 I was in the Army un- 
til 1964 and I knew Ger- 
linde’s husband was also. I 
had his name and tried to 
get information from the 
Army but couldn't," he ex- 
plained. 

Did the daughter kaow 
of the father’s existence? "It 
wasn’t until she was about 
13 that Shirley's mother 
told her about me, but she 
bad no details," Norman 
said. However, the infor- 
mation that his former wife 
Lad about him would not 
really have helped Shirley 
chould she want tc locate 
her dad. 

Originally from the Au- 
rora, W.V4., area, Norman 
Shaffer's family had moved 
to upstate New York at the 
time he was serving in the 
Army. Gerlinde did not 
know that he left that area 
and returned io his West 
Virginia roots. 

Norman never gave up 
the quest. Remarried, his 
wife helped him to initiate a 
computer check to see what 
could be found. The 1970s 
had turned into the "80s by 
this time and computer use 
was more widespread. The 
Shaffers searched for Ger- 
linde’s husband and for her. 
No luck. 

In 1988, Shaffer's son 
Robert, employed by Proc- 
ter and Gamble in upstate 
New York, added his com- 
puter expertise to the 
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search for his half-sister. 
Inquiries over the years 
yielded nothing. 

“It was one Sunday about 
seven weexs ago. Robert 
called me in the morning 
and asked me to give him 
all the information I had on 
her. That night he called 
ine back and suid, “Dad, 
you'd better sit down,” 
Shaffer related. 

Robert head sade the 
connection. He had linked 
first to the former wife 
Gerlinde, now living in 
Mesa, Ariz, and from there 
to Shirley, ‘aow a 44-year. 
old wife, mother, aad career 
woman living in Cowiche, 
Wash. 

Norman and Shirley 
spoke to each other for the 
first time ever. And many 
phone calls have followed 
that initial contact. "She 
started calling me Dad right 
away. She was excited to 
learn that she had five 
brothers and sisters — two 
sisters in Jowa and another 
sister and two brothers in 
upstate New York," he said. 

Conversation between fa- 
ther and daughter revealed 
@ situation occuring some 
years earlier which had 
brought them into almost 
the same neighborhood. "! 
was a truck driver at the 
time and picking up a load 
of applies in Washington 
state, The town I went to 
and stayed in was Yakima, 
which is right next to the 
town Shirley lives in. She 
was right there and neither 
of us knew it," Shaffer 
reflected. 

It has been a long time 
coming for Shaffer, but his 
once-broken family circle 
has been mended. Shiriey 
has talked with his other 
children, and he has talked 
with his newly discovered 
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grandchildren. "Now that I 
have finally found her, |! 
want to try to get to Wash 
ington to see her. It’s a loag 
way, but I hope | can get 
the money together to make 
the trip soon," he conclud- 
ed.

Voudy, an old boy, Buzz Lightyear, a state-of 


the-art spaceman, and a host of other pereonable 
playthings who lived in the bedroom of a boy named 
Andy. But more importantly, it introduced us to Pixar, 
the computer-animation company that is revolutionizing 
the industry. Pixar had been producing animated shorts 
since the early 80s, but Toy Story, distributed through 
Walt Disney Pictures, marked the first ever feature- 
length film produced completely on the computer. But 
this film was not only distinctive because it was an 
important milestone in the history of geeks. It was also 
just an excellent movie. It had an action-packed story, a 
sparkling script, hilarious charecterizations by a star- 

studded cast, and an excellent musica! score by Randy 
Newman. After its wild success (about $500 mil and 
counting), Pixar/Disney turned out A Bug’s Life, also 
fabulously effective. 

Now comes Toy Story 2, with the same creative 
team, the same actors (plus « few additions), and, amez- 
ingly, the same standards for excellence. Seldom has 
there been such a brilliant sequel to such a brilliant 
predecessor.

You know, if I were in a dark alley encountering 
a gang of street thugs, I would love to have Arnold 
Schwarzenegger on miy side, but I don’t know if! can buy 
him as the savior of all mankind.

Taxpayers Due 
Refunds Sought 
By IRS, State 


The Internal Revenue 
Service and the Maryland 
State Comptroller's Office 
are teaming up once again 
to locate area residents who 
are due tax refunds from 
their 1998 and prior year 
federal and state income tax 
returns. 

According to Jobn J. 
Jennings, IRS district di- 
rector for Maryland, Dela- 
ware, and the District of 
Columbia, 1,777 federal re- 
fund checks totaling over $1 
million were returned by 
the service marked 
"Undeliverable.” The check 
amounts range from a low 
of $1 to a high of $21,880, 
with an average unclaimed 


federal refund of about 
$600. 


Maryland State Comp- 
troller William Donald 
Schaefer noted that his of- 
fice has 1,591 state refund 
checks, totaling $385,401, 
which were returned by the 
postal service marked "Un- 
deliverable.” 

"These range from a low 
of $1 to a high of $5,329," 
said Schaefer, “with the av- 
erage unclaimed Maryland 
state refund amouuting to 
about $242." 

- Jennings said," Dhese tax- 
payers may have died, 
moved, or changed their 
last names during the year 
and the IRS or the state of 
Maryland were not notified, 
or the address on their tax 
returns may simply have 
been illegible. Choosing to 
have your tax refund depos- 
ited directly to your check- 
ing or savings account is the 
best way to ensure that your 
money is delivered quickly 
and to guard against loss or 
theft from a mailbox.” Last 
year, 23.5 million taxpayers 
nationwide chose the "di- 
rect-deposit” option by fill- 
ing in just two extra lines 
on their federal tax returns.

I have had more than one friend 
or acquittance tell me that the thing 
that turns them off from Christianity 
is the call to repentance. “li's 
demeaning” one told me. “1 would 
rather focus on the God's image 
within me,” said another. | can 
appreciate that their early 
experiences of Christianity were 
heavily weighted on the side of sin, 
guilt and repentance. Teaching and 
preaching that only emphasizes 
human depravity, ! believe, presents 
avery one-sided gospel. 

At the same time, to believe that 
human nature is essentially good with 
just an occasional mistake or failing 
is also woefully one-sided as well. 
My seminary professor, Reinhold 
Niebuhr said that “Few things arc 
worthless as those for which people 
have not felt a need. This is 
particularly true of mercy: when we 
know we are in need of it, nothing is 
more precious; when we do not know 
we are in need of it, the offer of ii 
may appear as the worst kind of 
insult.” Many people do feel insulted 
by the call to repent The very fact 
that they do not know they need to 
repent is proof of their need. It was 
Neibuhr who said, “...not much evil 
is done by evi! men...most of the evil 
is done by good people who do net 
know that they are not good.” 

Everybody? 

The story of Jesus begins with 
John theiz Baptist’s clarion call: 
“Repent, for the kingdom of heaven 
is at hand” Does that mean 
everybody? Yes, everybody. Without 
acknowledgmezxt of our imper- 
fection, our seif-centeredaess, our 
failures, we cannot cater the kingdom 
of heaven. Only the redeemed can

Repentance tha 
doesn't bear fruit, that does not issuc 
in a better life is not repentance 
Going through the motions is noi 
enough 

Jesus would adopt this sam: 
rule-of-thumb. In Matthew 7:20 he 
says, “By their fruits you shall know 
them.” In John 15:16, he says to his 
disciples: “I have chosen you, and 
ordained you, that you should go and 
bring forth fruit.” And in John 15:8 
“By this my Father is glorified, that 
you bear much fruit, and so prove to 
be my disciples.” 

Abraham's Children 

Some of those who heard Johia’s call 
to repentance were smug because 
they believed as sons of Abraham 
they did not need repentance. They 
belonged to the ‘right’ church and 
therefore they had nothing of which 
to repent. But John, knowing full well 
what they were thinking, says: “...and 
do not presume to say to yourselves, 
“We have Abraham as our father’; fo: 
I tell you, God is able from these 
stones to raise up children to 
Abraham. Even now the axe is laid 
to the root of the trees; every tree 
therefore that does not bear good 
fruit is cut down and thrown into the 
fire” (3:9,i0). 

The modern equivalent of having 
“Abraham as our father” is “But we 
are Methodists,” “we are followers of 
Luther,” “disciples of John Calvin,” 
“Menno Simon,” and you can fill in 
the rest. Maybe it is not a matter of 
our denomination, but our particular 
theological beat—liberal, conserva- 
tive, hodox, biblical literali 
charismatics and so on. But both John 
and Jesus made it clear that labels 
counted for nothing. Only fruit.

Q. My bathroom has the conven- 
tional two-handled tub and shower 
faucets. I need io replace the old 
tub spout with a new :lexible show- 
er adapter. This change is neces- 
sary for an elderly relative who has 
to sit in the bathtub with a shower 
chair. Can you tell me how to do 
this? 


A. Begin by checking underneath 
the tub spout for an allen head thread- 
ed machine bo!t. Use the correct allen 
key wrench to remove the spout. If 
there isn’t any bolt in place, insert a 
large, slotted screwdriver in the 
spout’s opening and turn counter- 
clockwise until it comes off the 
threads. 

Upon purchasing your new spout, 
be sure te get one with an adapter 
hose outlet. When you install your 
new spout, use cither a shop rag or 


wrench. Pipe joint is Tec 
ommended over using Teflon tape on 
the threads of the spout pipe 


flexible shower hose (if not with the 
new spout), stainless steel or chrome 
wand holder, and plastic anchors. 
Install the flexible shower hose to the 


shower head holder in hand, mark the 
holes on the wall tile. You should use 
a specific bit to drill the holes in 
ceramic tile. Install the piastic 
anchors into the holes and use only a 
rubber or wooden mallet. Finally, 
secure the shower head holder to the 
wall and always use caution not to 
slam the shower head when hanging 


it up.

Of the items on the sur- 
vey, nine increased in price 
A 16-pound turkey repre- 
sented the largest increase, 
jumping 52 cents to $14.23, 
or 89 cents per pound.

Mother Nature played a 
role in the cost of this 
year’s survey, according to 
AFBF economist Joe Mill- 
er. The increase in 
prices was attributed, ia 
large part, to Hurricane 
Floyd, which devastated 


North Carolina, the nation’s 
largest turkey-producing 
State. 


“Hurricane Floyd just 
wiped them out, and turkey 
supplies plummeted," said 
Miller. "If not for that, 
turkey prices probably 
would have been lower.”

half-pint carton of whipping 
cream, $1.15, up 5 cents;

Milk prices in grocery 
stores haven't caught up to 
the fall in prices farmers 
have experienced over the 
past four or five months, 
according to Miller. “There 
is always 4 lag time between 
farm prices and store pric 
es,” he said. "Several 
months from now, I’m pret 
ty sure milk prices at the 
retail level will fall.” 

A 12-ounce package of 
cranberries expérienced the 
largest decrease, droppin 
3% cents to $ 1.70. Other 
decreases included: a 14- 
ounce package of stuffing 
mix, $2.30, down 6 cents; 
and a 12-ounce package of 
brown-and-serve rolls, 
$1.37, down 5 cents. 

A combined group of 
miscellaneous items, includ- 
ing coffee and ingredients 
necessary to prepare the 
meal (onions, sugar, 
flour, evaporated milk, and 
butter) cost $3, a 4-cent 
drop from last year’s figure. 

The overall survey price 
has increased eight consecu- 
tive years, but this year’s 
average is only $5.09 higher 
than the ina al 1986 sur- 
vey price of $28.74. 

Prices of past surveys in- 
clude: 1998, $33.09; 1997, 
$31.76; 1996, $31.66; 1995, 
$29.64; 1994, $28.40; 1993, 
$27.49; 1992, $26.39; 1991, 
$25.95; 1990, $28.85; 1989, 
$24.70; 1988, $26.61; 1987, 
$24.51; 1986, $28.74. 

The Farm Bureau survey 
is unscientific, but prices 
reflect actual trends across 
the nation. Bargain shop- 
pers in all areas should 
have been able to purchase 
these items at a price com- 
parable to the Farm Bureau 
survey.

David P. Doss, Maryland 
state conservationist for the 
U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture’s (USDA) Natural 
Resources Conservation 
Service (NRCS), has an- 
nounced that the USDA 
will hold a National Summit 
on Private Lands Conserva- 
tion to discuss conservation 
opportunities and challeng- 
es affecting America’s 
farms, forests, and ranch 
lands. The summit will be 
held at lowa State Universi- 
ty in Ames, Iowa, on Tues- 
day, Dec. 7. 

"The loss of prime agri- 
cultural land to develop- 
ment, the health of our wa- 
tersheds, nutrient manage- 
ment, and the future of for- 
ests and wetlands are some 
of the chaile fa 
Maryland and ‘te roa a 
the nation,” said Doss. 
"USDA's voluntary conser- 
vation programs, which are 
managed by NRCS, can 
play a strong role in ad- 
dressing the issues affecting 
the health of our natural re- 
sources.” 

The USDA National 
Conservation Summit fol- 
lows a series of regional lis- 
tening forums held across 
the nation on private land 
conservation. USDA hosted 
the regional forums to ini- 
tiate broad discussion on 
the policies and programs 
that are needed to effective- 
ly deliver conservation as- 
sistance to landowners. The 
forums were held in Sacra- 
mento, Calif; Portland, 
Ore.; Denver, Colo.; Syra- 
cuse, N.Y.; and Atlanta, 
Ga.

making unrealistic compari- 
sons between today’s lawn 
mowers and automobiles. 

According to the Out- 
door Power Equipment In- 
stitute (OPED), an industry 
trade association, compar- 
ing cars to lawn mowers is 
misleading for various rea- 
sons. For example, an aver- 
age automobile is driven 
approximately 14,000 miles 
(22,400 km) per year and 
uses hundreds of gallons of 
gasoline. A typical walk-be- 
hind lawn mower is used an 
average 25 hours per year, 
using only a few galions of 
gasoline. Furthermore the 
estimated number of lawn 
mowers in the United 
States today is approximate- , 
ly 38 million, compared to 
159 million automobiles. 

Another inaccurate claim 
that has surfaced in newspa- 
per articies is that after two 
years, the average lawn 
mower will produce 34 
times as many smog-form- 
ing emissions as an average 
passenger car. The fact is 
that on an annual basis, 
new automobiles generates 
10 times more emissions 
than new lawn mowers. A 
new automobile would gen- 
erate 20 ibs. (9 kg) of smog- 
forming emissions in two 
years. A new walk-behind 
lawn mower would generate 
2.1 Ibs. (0.945 kg) of emis- 
sions in that same amount 
of time. 

More misleading infor- 
mation still being used by 
reporters today stems from 
data taken from a 1991 U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) study on 
emissions. The study report- 
ed that small, non-road en- 
gines were the source of 


10% of total emissions in» 


the United States. Based on 
this information, a false 
assumption is often made 
that lawn and garden equip- 
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ment generates 10% of the. 
nation’s airborne pollution 
However, many articles [ail 
to note that lawn and gar 
den equipmeat is only a 
small part of the EPA's 
non-road engine wlegory 


which includes marine en 
gines, construction and ag 
ricultural equipment, in 
dustrial engines, airport 


service equipment, and oth- 
er commercial sources. Ac 
tually, the total contribution 
of smog-forming emissions 
from all of today’s lawn andi 
garden equipment is less:
